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INTRODUCTION 

• 

On the 113 rolls of this microfilm publication are reproduced 
the records of Case VI, United States of America v. Carl Krauch 
et al. (I. G. Farben Case), 1 of the 12 trials of war criminals 
conducted by the U.S. Government from 1946 to 1949 at Nuernberg 
subsequent to the International Military Tribunal (IMT) held in 
the same city. These records consist of German- and English- 
language versions of official transcripts of court proceedings, 
prosecution and defense briefs and statements, and defendants' 
final pleas as well as prosecution and defense exhibits and 
document books in one language or the other. Also included are 
minute books, the official court file, order and judgment books, 
clemency petitions, and finding aids to the documents. 

The transcripts of this trial, assembled in 2 sets of 43 
bound volumes (1 set in German and 1 in English), are the re¬ 
corded daily trial proceedings. Prosecution statements and briefs 
are also in both languages but unbound, as are the final pleas 
of the defendants delivered by counsel or defendants and sub¬ 
mitted by the attorneys to the court. Unbound prosecution 
exhibits, numbered 1-2270 and 2300-2354, are essentially those 
documents from various Lemberg record series, particularly the 
NI (Nuernberg Industrialist) Series, and other sources offered 
in evidence by the prosecution in this case. Defense exhibits, 
also unbound, are predominantly affidavits by various persons. 

They are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder numerically, 
along with two groups of exhibits submitted in the general interest 
of all defendants. Both prosecution and defense document books 
consist of full or partial translations of exhibits into English. 
Loosely bound in folders, they provide an indication of the order 
in which the exhibits were presented before the tribunal. 

Minute books, in two bound volumes, sunnarize the transcripts. 
The official court file, in nine bound volumes, includes the 
progress docket, the indictment, and amended indictment and the 
service thereof; applications for and appointments of defense 
counsel and defense witnesses and prosecution comments thereto; 
defendants' application for documents; motions and reports; uniform 
rules of procedures; and appendixes. The order and judgment 
books, in two bound volumes, represent the signed orders, judg¬ 
ments, and opinions of the tribunal as well as sentences and 
conaitment papers. Defendants' clemency petitions, in three bound 
volumes, were directed to the military governor, the Judge Advocate 
General, and the U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia. 
The finding aids summarize transcripts, exhibits, and the official 
court file. 

Case VI was heard by U.S. Military Tribunal VI from August 14, 
1947, to July 30, 1948. Along with records of other Nuernberg 
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and Far East war crimes trials, the records of this case are part 
of the National Archives Collection of World War II War Crimes 
Records, Record Group 238. 


The I. G. Farben Case was 1 of 12 separate proceedings held 
before several U.S. Military Tribunals at Nuernberg in the U.S. 
Zone of Occupation in Germany against officials or citizens of 
the Third Reich, as follows:

Authority for the proceedings of the IMT against the major 
Nazi war criminals derived from the Declaration on German 
Atrocities (Moscow Declaration) released November 1, 1943; 
Executive Order 9547 of May 2, 1945; the London Agreement of 
August 8, 1945; the Berlin Protoool of October 6, 1945; and the 
IMT Charter. 


Authority for the 12 subsequent'cases stemmed mainly from 
Control Council Law 10 of December 20, 1945, and was reinforced 
by Executive Order 9679 of January 16, 1946; U.S. Military 
Government Ordinances 7 and 11 of October 18, 1946, and Feb¬ 
ruary 17, 1947, respectively; and U.S. Forces, European Theater 
General Order 301 of October 24, 1946. Procedures applied by 
U.S. Military Tribunals in the subsequent proceedings were pat¬ 
terned after those of the IMT and further developed in the 12 
cases, which required over 1,200 days of court sessions and 
generated more than 330,000 transcript pages. 
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Formation of the I. G. Farben Combine was a stage in the 
evolution of the German chemical industry, which for many years 
led the world in the development, production, and marketing of 
organic dyestuffs, pharmaceuticals, and synthetic chemicals. To 
control the excesses of competition, six of the largest chemical 
firms, including the Badische Anilin 5 Soda Fabrik, combined to 
form the Interessengemeinschaft (Combine of Interests, or Trust) 
of the German Dyestuffs Industry in 1904 and agreed to pool 
technological and financial resources and markets. The two re¬ 
maining chemical firms of note entered the combine in 1916. In 
1925 the Badische Anilin 6 Soda Fabrik, largest of the firms and 
already the majority shareholder in two of the other seven com¬ 
panies, led in reorganizing the industry to meet the changed 
circumstances of competition in the post-World War markets by 
changing its name to the I. G. Farbenindustrie Aktiengesellschaft, 
moving its home office from Ludwigshafen to Frankfurt, and merging 
with the remaining five firms. 

Farben maintained its influence over both the domestic and 
foreign markets for chemical products. In the first instance 
the German explosives industry, dependent on Farben for synthet¬ 
ically produced nitrates, soon became subsidiaries of Farben. Of 
particular interest to the prosecution in this case were the 
various agreements Farben made with American companies for the 
exchange of information and patents and the licensing of chemical 
discoveries for foreign production. Among the trading companies 
organized to facilitate these agreements was the General Anilin 
and Film Corp., which specialized in photographic processes. The 
prosecution charged that Farben used these connections to retard 
the "Arsenal of Democracy" by passing on information received 
to the German Government and providing nothing in return, contrary 
to the spirit and letter of the agreements. 

Farben was governed by an Aufsichtsrat (Supervisory Board of 
Directors) and a Vorstand (Managing Board of Directors). The 
Aufsichtsrat, responsible for the general direction of the firi^, 
was chaired by defendant Krauch from 1940. The Vorstand actually 
controlled the day-to-day business and operations of Farben. 
Defendant Schmitz became chairman of the Vorstand in 1935, and 18 
of the other 22 original defendants were members of the Vorstand 
and its component committees. 

Transcripts of the I. G. Farben Case include the indictment 
of the following 24 persons:

Christian Schneider: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of Sparte I in charge of pro¬ 
duction of nitrogen, gasoline, diesel and lubricating oils, 
methanol, and organic chemicals; Chief of Central Personnel 
Department, directing the treatment of labor at Farben 
plants; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; Hauptabwehrbeauftragter 
(Chief of Intelligence Agents); Hauptbetriebsfuehrer (Chief 
of Plant Leaders); and supporting member of the Schutz- 
staffeln (SS) of the NSDAP. 

Georg von Schnitzler: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of the Commercial Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed Farben's domestic 
and foreign sales and commercial activities, Wehrwirtschafts¬ 
fuehrer (Military Economy Leader), and Hauptsturmfuehrer 
(Captain) in the Sturmabteilungen (SA) of the Nazi Party 
(NSDAP). 

Carl Wurster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Upper Rhine; Plant Leader at Ludwigs- 
hafen and Oppau plants; production chief for inorganic 
chemicals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 

The prosecution charged these 24 individual staff members 
of the firm with various crimes, including the planning of ag¬ 
gressive war through an alliance with the Nazi Party and synchro¬ 
nization of Farben's activities with the military planning of 
the German High Command by participation in the preparation of 
the 4-Year Plan, directing German economic mobilization for war, 
and aiding in equipping the Nazi military machines. 1 The defend¬ 
ants also were charged with carrying out espionage and intel¬ 
ligence activities in foreign countries and profiting from these 
activities. They participated in plunder and spoliation of 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Norway, France, and the Soviet 
Union as part of a systematic economic exploitation of these 
countries. The prosecution also charged mass murder and the 
enslavement of many thousands of persons particularly in Farben 
plants at the Auschwitz and Monowitz concentration camps and the 
use of poison gas manufactured by the firm in the extermination 


1 The trial of defendant Brueggemann was discontinued early 
during the proceedings because he was unable to stand trial on 
account of ill health. 
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of Billions of men, women, and children. Medical experiments were 
conducted by Farben on enslaved persons without their consent to 
test the effects of deadly gases, vaccines, and related products. 
The defendants were charged, furthermore, with a common plan and 
conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace, war crimes, and 
crimes against humanity. Three defendants were accused of member¬ 
ship in a criminal organization, the SS. All of these charges 
were set forth in an indictment consisting of five counts. 

The defense objected to the charges by claiming that regula¬ 
tions were so stringent and far reaching in Nazi Germany that 
private individuals had to cooperate or face punishment, including 
death. The defense claimed further that many of the individual 
documents produced by the prosecution were originally intended as 
"window dressing" or "howling with the wolves" in order to avoid 
such punishment. 

The tribunal agreed with the defense in its judgment that none 
of the defendants were guilty of Count 1, planning, preparation, 
initiation, and waging wars of aggression; or Count V, common 
plans and conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace and 
humanity and war crimes. 

The tribunal also dismissed particulars of Count II concerning 
plunder and exploitation against Austria and Czechoslovakia. Eight 
defendants (Schmitz, von Schnitzler, ter Meer, Buergin, Haefliger, 
Ilgner, Oster, and Kugler) were found guilty on the remainder of 
Count II, while 15 were acquitted. On Count III (slavery and mass 
murder), Ambros, Buetefisch, Duerrfeld, JCrauch, and ter Meer were 
judged guilty. Schneider, Buetefisch, and von der Heyde also 
were charged with Count IV, membership in a criminal organization, 
but were acquitted. 

The tribunal acquitted Gajewski, Gattincau, von der Heyde, 
Hoerlein, von Knieriem, Kuehne, Lautenschlaeger, Mann, Schneider, 
and Wurster. The remaining 13 defendants were given prison terms 
as follows:

In addition to the indictments, judgments, and sentences, the 
transcripts also contain the arraignment and plea of each defendant 
(all pleaded not guilty) and opening statements of both defense 
and prosecution. 

The English-language transcript volumes are arranged numer¬ 
ically, 1-43, and the pagination is continuous, 1-15834 (page 4710 
is followed by pages 4710(1)-4710(285)). The German-language 
transcript volumes are numbered la-43a and paginated 1-16224 (14a 
and 15a are in one volume). The letters at the top of each page 
indicate morning, afternoon, or evening sessions. The letter "C" 
designates commission hearings (to save court time and to avoid 
assembling hundreds of witnesses at Nuernberg, in most of the 
cases one or more commissions took testimony and received doc¬ 
umentary evidence for consideration by the tribunals). Two com¬ 
mission hearings are included in the transcripts: that for 
February 7, 1948, is on pages 6957-6979 of volume 20 in the 
English-language transcript, while that for May 7, 1948, is on 
pages 14775a-14776 of volume 40a in the German-language transcript. 
In addition, the prosecution made one motion of its own and, with 
the defense, six joint motions to correct the English-language 
transcripts. Lists of the types of errors, their location, and 
the prescribed corrections are in several volumes of the tran¬ 
scripts as follows:

The prosecution offered 2,325 prosecution exhibits numbered 
1-2270 and 2300-2354. Missing numbers were not assigned due to 
the difficulties of introducing exhibits before the commission 
and the tribunal simultaneously. Exhibits 1835-1838 were loaned 
to an agency of the Department of Justice for use in a separate 
matter, and apparently No. 1835 was never returned. Exhibits 
drew on a variety of sources, such as reports and directives as 
well as affidavits and interrogations of various individuals. 

Maps and photographs depicting events and places mentioned in 
the exhibits are among the prosecution resources, as are pub¬ 
lications, correspondence, and many other types of records. 

The first item in the arrangement of prosecution exhibits is 
usually a certificate giving the document number, a short descrip¬ 
tion of the exhibits, and a statement on the location of the 
original document or copy of the exhibit. The certificate is 
followed by the actual prosecution exhibit (most are photostats, 
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but a few are mimeographed articles with an occasional carbon of 
the original). The few original documents are often affidavits 
of witnesses or defendants, but also ledgers and correspondence, 
such as:

In rare cases an exhibit is followed by a translation; in 
others there is no certificate. Several of the exhibits are of 
poor legibility and a few pages are illegible. 

Other than affidavits, the defense exhibits consist of news¬ 
paper clippings, reports, personnel records, Reichgesetzblatt 
excerpts, photographs, and other items. The 4,257 exhibits for 
the 23 defendants are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder 
by exhibit number. Individual exhibits are preceded by a certif¬ 
icate wherever available. Two sets of exhibits for all the 
defendants are included. 

Translations in each of the prosecution document books arc 
preceded by an index listing document numbers, biased descriptions, 
and page numbers of each translation. These indexes often indi¬ 
cate the order in which the prosecution exhibits were presented 
in court. Defense document books are similarly arranged. Each 
book is preceded by an index giving document number, description, 
and page number for every exhibit. Corresponding exhibit numbers 
generally are not provided. There are several unindexed supple¬ 
ments to numbered document books. Defense statements, briefs, 
pleas, and prosecution briefs are arranged alphabetically by de¬ 
fendant's surname. Pagination is consecutive, yet there are 
many pages where an "a" or "b" is added to the numeral. 

At the beginning of roll 1 key documents are filmed from 
which Tribunal VI derived its jurisdiction: the Moscow Declara¬ 
tion, U.S. Executive Orders 9547 and 9679, the London Agreement, 
the Berlin Protocol, the IMT Charter, Control Council Law 10, 

U.S. Military Government Ordinances 7 and 11, and U.S. Forces, 
European Theater General Order 301. Following these documents 
of authorization is a list of the names and functions of members 
of the tribunal and counsels. These are followed by the tran¬ 
script covers giving such information as name and number of case, 
volume numbers, language, page numbers, and inclusive dates. They 
are followed by the minute book, consisting of summaries of the 
daily proceedings, thus providing an additional finding aid for 
the transcripts. Exhibits are listed in an index that notes the 
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type, number, and name of exhibit; corresponding document book, 
number, and page; a short description of the exhibit; and the 
date when it was offered in court. The official court file is 
summarized by the progress docket, which is preceded by a list of 
witnesses. 

Not filmed were records duplicated elsewhere in this micro¬ 
film publication, such as prosecution and defense document books 
in the German language that are largely duplications of the 
English-language document books. 

The records of the I. G. Farben Case are closely related to 
other microfilmed records in Record Group 238, specifically pros¬ 
ecution exhibits submitted to the IMT, T988; NI (Nuernberg In¬ 
dustrialist) Series, T301; NM (Nuernberg Miscellaneous) Series, 
M-936; NOKW (Nuernberg Armed Forces High Command) Series, Til19; 

NG (Nuernberg Government) Series, T1139; NP (Nuernberg Propaganda) 
Series, M942; WA (undetermined) Series, M946; and records of the 
Brandt case, M887; the Milch Case, M888; the Altstoetter case, 
M889; the Pohl Case, M890; the Flick Case, M891; the List case, 
M893; the Greifelt case, M894; and the Ohlendorf case, M895. In 
addition, the record of the IMT at Nuernberg has been published 
in the 42-volume Trial of the Major War Criminals Before the 
International Military Tribunal (Nuernberg, 1947). Excerpts from 
the subsequent proceedings have been published in 15 volumes as 
Trials of War Criminals Before the Nuernberg Military Tribunal 
Under Control Council Law No. 10 (Washington). The Audiovisual 
Archives Division of the National Archives and Records Service 
has custody of motion pictures and photographs of all 13 trials 
and sound recordings of the IMT proceedings.

certificate signed and atrmpad by tha Roichaaichorhcitahr.untant 
atotlng that ry father-in-law waa not obliged to werr tha "Jews' 
aW.

Sc’vnitz inrcdiatoly mobilised 
his staff. I oet in touch with the ronrosoNatives of the aarlin 
office of the I."., Lr. Gierlicha and Dr. Krueger, to carry out 
the I.G.'s plan of eaaisUnce. I learned from then that the deli¬ 
berations of the 1.0. after a few unsuccessful irradiate mea¬ 
sures had led to the result, that Professor Krauch was to tackle 
Hirxalor himself which alooo offorod a chance of success. I lenrnod 
later from maabers of tho staff of I.G. Farbon that the mrsonnl 
interview with Hinder had boon a suocoss to t cortf in ox tent, in

I was in chargo of the Foroign Trade department '..as the 
main reason v/hy tho nanrgenent of I.G. Farben decided 
to olect me to their Auf3icht3rat, because I.G. Farben placod 
special valuo on its international position. 

2. The repeatod talks I had with Goheimrat Schmitz, es¬ 
pecially in 1941, 1942 and 1943, gave .\e a deep 
insight into tho financial policies of I. G. Farben. 
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The thtf.-B of those disoussions were the 2 ^j^^=«pl_ 5 £_cagital, 
for which the l«»gal basis appeared in 1941, and the raising of Gaailftl. 
Like alnost all of Germany* s large industries, the I .G. had mainly 
depended on self financing since 1926; this moans that after covering 
the cost of roplaounonts, so far as this was not done from ourrnt in- 
oo«o and ohargod to exponso, it used the roxaindvr, aft-r depreciation 
and reserve accounts had boon set up, for_no»_oonstruotion_and_additions. 

Tho I.G. was United to this self financing plan for years, since the 
bank_and_ooonoEic__crisis_in_1931 sealed off the capital market and the 
Stato reserved, since about 1938, tho capital market, which was ablo to 
oporato again, fer its own capital needs. 

This limitation of rosouroos oould also not -bo ovoroooo through fQESUG.

This 
mado tho Unitaticn of dividends arbitrary and discriminatory against 
tho various enterprises.

Iho adjustment of capital law node it possible for the oonpanies to do 
away with undercapitalisation by converting their roservos into thoir 
own oapital and so to inoroaso tho nominal oapital, whoroby with a 
division of tho jmo aoount of dividends, which remained limited as to 
total, tho dividond rate was reduood. In this way an opitcalj. 11 union 
was to bo accomplished.

This theme was developed in the diacusaiona, which tegan boot r£tor 
tho capital adjustment and aimed at £b2_*LSiii5g_2£_92E2_22Bii3lj 
Gehoimrat Schmitz had a largo bond issue in Blind whioh ana supposed to 
bo ropoyoblo at the option of tho I.Q., cither in atook of tho I.G. 
itaolf or in atock of ita subsidiaries. In thia way tho bond holder, 
who according to tho subscription privileges was tobo bnaioally 
identical with tho stock ho Id or , was to be insured ogoinat tho flustu- 
ations of tho Roichsmork - which was a consideration of tho bondholder 
that could not have been born of blind oonfidenco in victory. By giving 
an option on tho stocks of tho subsidiary cosponios Gehoimrat Schmitt 
was thinking of on f 0 *|£l_di 8 gosal_for tho pirpoao of tanking tho I.Q. 
wiall^r.Inregard to thia ho mentioned Riobeok Uontnn, Rhoinstahl.Louna, 
among othors, if my misery servo# mo oorroctly. That thia plan via no 
longor carried out was surely not because tho idea of a lntor door ease 
in tho a iso of tho concern had been given up, bat. rathor booauao duo to 
tho oourao of tho political dovolopaont, which was boosting olearor and 
olo«u-er, a largo bonded debt could no longor be justified. 

4,In tho formation of bank syndicates Gohoia'at Schmitz repeatedly stood 
up for 4uo_oonaldorQtlon_of_tho_smallor_bank#_and_bankcrs, whorein ho 
.phold tho position of protocting small stooldioldors. 
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But ha was against the acceptance of other bank* that traded on politioal 
■up pert, q* for In at arc o the Bank dor Ooutsohon Arbeit, being in agree¬ 
ment with tho attitudo thereon of the *yndicate loader, ^t the re¬ 
quest of Gohoimrat Schaltx I had had a oaraful study of tho distribution 
and dispersal of I.G. stook hold by the Jeutsche Bank and all of its 
bronchos aodo, and the result* showod that there wore many core than 
300,000 I.G, stook holders over a lagff^arga, whose interest* and pro¬ 
toot ion Gohoimrat Sohmit* always felt responsible for and whioh is 
surely today still his groatost concern. 

Tho foot that the bonks always ozoroised the voting privilege* of the 
■took of thoir oust mere according to tho requests of tho management, 
oan not be interpreted to moan that tho voto* woro simply tnrned 
over to tho Vorstand to use a* it saw fit. On tho oontrory, tho banks 
usod tho voting rights thmiselve* and only mpportad tho Vorst.nd 
whon they wore ocevinood tho rights of tho stockholders wore being pro- 
tootod. ehenevor opposition was announood, or.oh oustaaer was informod 
and his instrustions for the use of his vote requested and oorried 
out. Tho bonk* woro always oensoious of thoir responsibility in exer¬ 
cising tho voting rights for tho requests of the management, and 
ospoololly in oxonorating tho Vorstand end .»ufsichtsrat - often after 
ooroful examination and always after bolng entiroly oenvinood - if for 
no other rsason than to protoot thoir investments. 
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ty varied experience in negotiations with foreign creditors in 
ocnnootion with the well known moratoriun agreommt, according to 
whioh the short torn bonk debts of Goman boles, industrial and 
oocneroial f ires wore regulated after 1931, enabled mo again and again 
to oooe in contact with the desires of thJ foroigp bank or editors tc 
of foot a change of debtors which would alloTiato, or even naku tenable, 
the position of the oroditor l^fr-gard to soourity and final pnym.nt 
of his oloins. In this I always oano across tho desira to hevo tho I.G, 
as tho debtor, whoso "seeend to nono" rating in foreign oointrios, good 
orodlt standing and export trado oxcoodod that of all othor Gorman fires 
and whoso faithfulness to oontraots and fairness was known to all. 
5lSL2£iUtJL£2-S5E2E$ was threat«od in 1933 ospooially, through tho 
devaluation of tho dollar, aftor England had alroady loft tho gold 
standard in 1931. The p».or eovurogo of tho German ourronoy by gold 
and foreign oxohango and tho oonsidorablo foruipi debts in foroipi 
urronoy had indie«d tho responsible Gorman egenoios at that tioo not 
to follow tho uxample of devaluation, so that tho Hoiohsmark retained 
a gold value that was too high. The subsidising of oxports from con¬ 
tribution of tho Gorman uoonooy itsolf, which followed logically, was 
thoruforo imavoldablo for tho contributors, since it was leviod as a 
tax. The oloi*ngcf export / all< *°f > ^?5jraforo remained a matW of 
oaloulation. 
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6 . Saturally, tho I.G. For baa aanagocont hod to consider their standing 
in foroign countrio*, for ono thing on account of thoir widespread 
international holding*, and it n u at havo filled theca with tho groatost 
anxiety and fear to se« these ondangurod outside of thoir field of 
influence through tho political devolop^jnts, just a* a war - wh'.t^vor 
it* outcomo - had to hurt thoir interest* suvorely. 

It was just this international po* it ion that 

tho Third._Solch vory suspiciou* of tho I.G. Farben, a* woll a* of othor 
Goman enterprises, ovan aoro than did their dislike which w.is duo to 

its powerful position and ooonoaic wdight, e*pooially *inoo tho I.G.

constantly attoopted to kuop itself dear of Party influonoo. 

In general the boosutos used torotain this indopundonoo woro variou*. 
Gohelnrat Schnitx, in particular, knew how not to take any otrt spoken 

ths * administrative organ*, without oauaing offondo, 
and to kuop the I.G. Farbon out of politios. Their oon*idoration for 
tho international position also oorruspondod to thoir attitudo toward* 
tho Jewish Biober* of tho Aufsichtorat, whoa thoy retained a* long 
as possible.

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A man like Goheimrat Schmitz, who was not a member of tho Party, who 
had far reaching p or zonal and buz .no as oonnooticns in many for oi gn 
comtrios, had to oxpeot a lot of troublo from tho Party at all tines, 
whioh was a danger which a ay havo induood hia, oonzidoring hia oautiem 
and prudonco, yea cron tieddity in tho intoroat of tho ontorprizo, tho 
general ooonoaio iaportanco of tho I.G., tho largo nunbor of workers 
and olorka and oolloaguos whoso wolfaro ho oarod so much about, uid 
finally tho I.G. stockholders, not to ovado oertain hceora, as for 
instance tho appointment to tho Roiohstag. 

I boliovo that I cana\yfree ny cam oxporionco that tho international 
doalings of a Gorman in an important ooonoadc position woro a oonatant 
sourco of danger and careful supvrvUicn and at tho aaao time, however, 
oroatod a situation at Party officua that oauaod them to attaok such 
a man for apparently no reason at all, - a roprossierc whioh nay have 
been heightened by tho habit, brod of inferiority ocrapjoxos, cf looking 
at then eel vos through the eyes of foreigners. 

At tho timo of tho woll known attwapts by the Party in 1942 to 

make the large banks depondont on tho Party by tho removal of persons 

dosdgnatod by tho Party as unbearable and thoir roplaoo».nt by men 

who favorod the Party, tho Party and its opponents never gavo tho slightest 

sign that they thought that in tho porson of Guhoinrat Schmitz there 

alroady was such a person whom tho Party oould roly on, in tho 

Aufsiohtsrat of tho Doutsoho Bank. 
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?ho mum tw rahip Goheimrat Sohmitx and I had together on tho Committoo 
for Monetary Matter* of the Deutacho Roiohabonk did not offer tho 
opportunity of observing the attitude of CMioicrat Sohmitx, sin03 this 
ocanittoo, which was oroatod in fco spring of 1939, conforBinp^to^iW 
lack of influonco, never aot . The general Advisory Council (Buirot) of 
tho Doutsoho Roiohabonk, like tho other ocaaitt-oa, was alao net 
a body that oould haw had an inf luonou on tho formation af tho polioios 
of the isauJing bank.

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Induced to follow the opinion* of othor stronger pursonalitlosj abovo 
all in his ri jwi on politics and oconodo policy ho is ganorally 
opt to giro groat weight to the views of suoh individuals, 

"hon I booaco aquaintod with Herr Schaits ho was probably to a oon- 
sidorablo oxtesit under tho influonco of his foraor chief, Eerr Richard 
Horton, I probably do not nood to say anything in groat or detail about 
tho political attitude of Horr -ierton who spent the greater part ctf 
tho Rational *ooialist ora os an onigrant and is now a British subjoot, 
*hon, howovor, it was very door that Richard von Moollondorf gained 
the dooisivo Influonco over dorr Schaits. Tho influence of this extra¬ 
ordinarily significant personality was really of dooisivo iaportonco 
for all who woro IntisKit-ly connected with hin; it boons* so, for 
uxaaplo, for ay cwn entire conception of lifo. In order toctosoribo 
Moollondorf' s attitudo toward National Sooialisn from the very bo¬ 
ginning I should liko to toll a short, characteristic story. Siortly 
after tho "soiiuro of power" a well-known physioian, who was. a friend 
of his and who stood in scco sort of relations with tho new gentlemen

Theroupon Moollon- 
dorf said noro or loss word for word as followsx "I'd liko to givo you 
a parabloi Tho nodical profossiem was ox ere i sod by tho b arbor a. You. 
cost rospoctod Profosaor, woro not in ogroooont with this stata of 
affairs and wroto a book against it with tho nano of "Modern Hygiene", 
obody road it. However, one day the butchers decided to urost tho 
aodloal businoss away fron tho barbers booauso thoy could do it just 
as well, Thoy narohod through tho streets in noss parados and oarriod 
a big banner before then which said "Modern Hygiono". I should now liko 
to bring jnu into oontaot with theso butohers, nydear Profossor.” 
Thmlatar Moollondorf's hostilo attitude toward National Socialism 
increased even corso that a few weeks before his death he said to 
no that tho National Socialist ora had l©d to such a deterioration in 
his follow non that ho did not oonsidor it worthwhile to live with then 
any longor, but would voluitarily depart fron this life. Then shortly 
after that ho actually ooc-cittod suioido.

I entered employment with I.G. Farben, Frcnkfurt/ 

Main, in 1934 after I had passed ny bar examination. 
Since 1937 I hod been manager of the Z.A.-Buero, where 
among other things the central contributions of the 
I.G. Fnrbonindustrie A.G. were processed. 

Under central contributions we understood contributions, 
whore not merely a local interest of some I.G.-plant 
exists for its granting, but thet wore better given 
by the I.G. no a whole because of their character 
and general importance. Mostly larger amounts wero 
involved in such central contributions. Such contri¬ 
butions were decided upon by the Zentralousschuss 
(Central Committee of the I.G.). Normally such con¬ 
tributions came about through on appeal for contri¬ 
butions for a certain purpose by some agencies out¬ 
side the I.G. , for instance Party-or Government agen¬ 
cies, directed to the I.G. in Frankfurt or to another 
I.G. Pl8fit, like the management of an I.G.-factory. 

If contribution requests were made of an I.G.-Plant, 
the norksmaneger concerned passed it on to the Z.A.- 
Buero in Frankfurt/Kain, if he felt thet the case re¬ 
quired consideration .cs a central contribution by 
the I.G. as a whole. 
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Then the Z.A.-Buero assembled the underlying records 
for the contribution and submitted the requests to 
the Z.A. for decision at its following meeting. In 
case of contribution requests, where a particularly 
quick decision was requested, we of the Z.A.-Buero 
used to submit the matter to Gehcimrct SCKl'.ITZ for 
his decision already before the next Z.A. meeting. 

This frequently was done by telephone. If Geh. 
SCHMITZ approved of the contribution, then it was 
as a rule brought to the attention of the individual 
worksmanagers with a reference to the predecision 
of Geh.SC‘H£ITZ / or it was subsequently submitted to 
the Z.A. at its following session for information 
reap, approval. I know of no case where the Z.A. or 
any member of the 7orstand would have raised any 
objections against such an advance docision by Geh. 
SCHMITZ. 

Contribution roquosts by agencies outside of the 
I.G. that were directed to the I.G.-Berlin , re¬ 
ceived in general the some treatment as already 
described. It happened that such contribution requests, 
if speed was required and larger aaounte were at 
stake, were submitted in Berlin to Herr Geh.SCHMITZ 
immediately. 


As a rule the Z.A.-Buero was in these cases informed

By way of an order by the Counsel for the Defense 
in the I.G.-Trial I was charged with finding out 
\4ether in connection with the so-called Sufcten crisis 
in the summer and autumn of 1938 collections to a lar¬ 
ger extent wero medo on behalf of the Sucoton-Gormon 
refugees. 

Tho nowapapers of that time which I looked through, 
namely tho "Voclkische Boobachtor", tho "Deutsche All- 
geneine Zoitung"and tho "Frankfurter Zoitung" showed 
only one report of 2.10.1938 (DNB-report) concerning 
a single contribution. 

Since I could remember for certain that actually lar¬ 
ger contributions wore made on the part of G e rman 
industry on behalf of Sudeten-Germen rofugees / and 
since I remembered further to have read in Vienna os 
a manager of the International Commercial Service- 
Austrian Branch a circular order by the Chamber of 
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Commerce there, according to which such contributions 
were expeoted to be paid into a special account of 
the NSV. by the firms registered with the Chamber 
of Commerce, I inquired with the Chamber of Commerce 
Munich about this matter. 

Hy recollection from that time was confirmed to mo 
by the Chamber of Commerce in Munich. A special postal 
checkingaccount had been established, as was former¬ 
ly customary in Germany at various occasions (for in¬ 
stance nature-catastrophes, emergencies in distress 
areas etc.), into which those contributions could bo 

paid. This explanations also appoars ontirely crodible,

oinco inquiries with the BooAl chocking Office at Munich 
also confirmed that a poottchecking account for con¬ 
tributions on behalf of Sudoton-German refugooo had . 
actually been established temporarily in 1938, 
which - as far as can be rememborod - was eotobliohod 
for the Reichsexecutive of the NSV. The number of 
the account, however, could not bo ascertained ony 
more here, since tho respective rocords were destroyed 
through bomb attacks.Therefore it also could not bo 
ascertained anymore, 'tether the prtlchecking forms 
roquired to state exactly the purposo of the contri¬ 
butions, for instance that they wore intended for 
tho SudotenGemroi Relief ftork or for tho purposes 
of the SudetenGcrar.n ?rcc Corps* In tho opinion of 
my informants at the Chamber of Commerce and also 
according 
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to my own opinion such a no re doteilod commitment 
as to the purpose of the contribution by the sponsor 
of the collection, namely the NSV, appears entirely 
probable. 

Ttxc t the result of this collection doc3 not show up 
particularly in the yearly reports of the NSV is to 
bo explained from the fact that the collection took 
place at the time when tho report for 1937/38 was 
nade, thrt is the collection, was not yet concluded. 

Tho next report, however, was given after the out- 
brook of war and therefore was much shorter than the 
precoding ones. Besides tho opening of tho Wintor- 
hilfowork 1939 (wintor-aid-campaign) doelt exclusively 
with matters of wartime needs. Thcroforo the collection 
for the Sudcten-Germans presumably was accounted for 
in the total figuro of contributions for 1938/39.

Along with its other tasks tho Ru8HA was also 
responsible for looking aftor the social welfare of 
survivors of members of th<^ Taffon SS who were kill¬ 
ed in action, as well af/mombers of tho General SS 
who aorvod in othor branches of the Armed Porcoa. 

From tho beginning of tho war tho need of money for 
welfare purposes in the SS c very groat end it 
constantly increased during the war years bocauso 
of tho increasing looses of both the tfcffen SS and 
the mombors of the Genoral SS who servod in other 
branches of the Armed Forces. The budget funds which 
had boen originally allocated for this purpose wore 
far from sufficient to take care of the neod. Aa 
early os 1941 and 1942 tho 18 then existing Admini¬ 
strative Districts of the General SS were allotted 
a monthly payment of RM. 5000 each by tho RuSHA 
for meeting those special welfare and hardship cases. 
This growing, unexpected! need for money was met 
from the funds which the Reichefuehror SS furnished 
to the RuSiA through his personal staff. In 1941 
and 1942 
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this already amounted to a sum of RM. 1.080.000 

annually which wee not issued directly by the RuSHA 

but was allotted to the 18 Administrative Districts

and distributed by the latter. All larger relief pay¬ 
ments , especially unique cases, which exceeded

RM. 250 in a single case ( not only had to bo approved 
by the RuSHA, but were also paid out by tho letter 
from funds over which it had direct control. Those 
payments likewise again reached tho amount of 
around RM. 500.000 per year. 

Prom conversations with SS Oborfuchror KRANEFUSS, 
who sorved on tho personal staff of the Roichsfuehrcr 
SS, I know that tho I.G. Parbenindustrio Aktienge- 
oellscheft contributed considerable amounts toward 
raising tho non-budgotod funds for tho welfare pur¬ 
poses doscribed above for widows and orphans of SS 
mombors.

1.) At the meeting of the vorstand of 12 Decembor 
1940 it wan resolved to create c "Hermann SCI'HITZ 
Foundation" on tho occasion of tho 60th birthday of 
Gohoimrct SCHIJTZ. For this purpose tho I.G. furnish¬ 
ed contributions 
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which were intended to serve for the support and 
benefit of the childron of employees who were kill- 
od in action and which at that tine wore first set 
at RM. 20.000 annually. The resolution further road: 
"Geheinrct SCHMITZ will personally make the decision 
every yeer about the relief cases in question. Tho 
Administration believes that in making this resolution 
it is acting in accordance with his ideas, sinco he 
is especially concerned rbout the alleviation of 
tho injuries causod by the war among tho I.G.'s 
porsonnol." 

2.) As wao reportod in the I.G.'s Business Advisory 
Council (Untornohmonsboirats) on 28 October 1941 
Gohoimrrt SCH.’ ITZ had decided that the "Hermann 
SCHMITZ Foundation" should bo used in such a way 
that on 1 January 1942 all tho orphans from tho war 
at that time should receive as a gift a savings book 
for RM. 100. These savings books wore to be 
in conjunction with tho long-term bonus savings sy¬ 
stem of the I.G. employees. Besides this the mothers 
or guardians wore to be informed that they could 
apply to the Foundation if

by special emergencies.

Up to the time when Goheimrat SCHMITZ was called 
to the inner advisory council ( : 'Engoro Bcirrt") 
of tho Roich Group Industry, which was likewise 
formed in 1938, I know him only slightly and, 
a.sido from occasional business mootings, I havo 
not maintained any closer connection with him 
oithor in business or in private lifo in lr.tor 
years either. 

Herr SCHMITZ, cs far as I remember, was called 
to the inner advisory council of the Roich 
Group Industry at about tho end of 1938, end 
that at ay suggestion. In accordance with 
my statements above, this my suggestion was 
based not on a close acquaintance of tho porson 
of Geheimrrt SCHMITZ, but was made in consi¬ 
deration of tho fact thrt the lrrgost Gorman 
industrial enterprise should bo adequately 
represented in the organizations of tho Reich 
Group Industry. Geheimrat SCHMITZ has attended 
the mootings of the Reich Group Industry on 
relatively few occasions and then usually only 
cs c silent Listener, which was somewhat to 
my surprise. In general Goheimrat SCHMITZ be¬ 
came interested and 
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end took prrt in the conversations if the dis¬ 
cussion involved finrncirl questions. Thus 1 
renoobor that he expressed his opinion in rogrrd 
to the questions of prices , which for some time 
wr.s c mein subject in the discussions of the 
Reich Group, rnd also to the quostion of profit 
realization end the shaping of the lrw concerning 
corporations rnd concerns.

During the following yerrs, however, epperent- 
ly cr.used by the hrroful effect of influences connect¬ 
ed with his Journeys by rrilwey or rutomobile, 
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the wound broko open again end again end developed 
into e fistulr which nocesaitrtcd the renewed trea.t- 
nent end e wrrning to rest. Only when with my con_ 
sent Geheimret SCHMITZ completely. discontinued his 
journeys tho wound finrlly closod.

Herr SCHMITZ wea suffering uf r probably scarred 
contraction of tho rectum,resulting from a previously 
cured inflammation. This hrd compelled him to a 
careful observance of a diet, which was not unusual 
but uniform cs to cooking and could only bo preparod 
in tho own house, and furthermore it also compelled 
him to take always tho samo beverages. A change of 
those habits, which boccmo increasingly inevitable 
on Joumoys during tho final years of tho war, could 
load to irregular bowel movements, which in view of 
tho typo and degree of tho complaint might becomo 
fatal for tho sufferer. 

I wish to add, that Geheimrat SCHMITZ did every¬ 
thing in his power to concecl oven from the membors 
of his femily tho naturoand seriousness of his 
complaint; Ho did not wish that other persons surrounding 
him, and in particular his professional colleagues, 
should know of it at all. This attitude resulted from 
an overpowering fear that conclusions might bo drawn 
from the nature of his complaint which would have 
thrown a misleading light on his 
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rcnrlning capacity for work. To this was added his 
general disliko of being publicly discussed at all, 
or of drewing attention to himself in any wry.

Mono of thoso problems wero ever mentioned in tho Cebinot, bocauso 
tho full "snovilocigo of tho soriousnoss ;f the situation night 
possibly have rebb-d oven tho nest loyal -xxibera of all hopo 
to surmount the trooondous difficulties which aroso during re¬ 
parations and bmk-crisos fron tho responsibility cf tho Goman 
government far all financial and cconcnic ncasuros, provided 
by tho Xoun;;-plrn. 

Sinilrr responsibility idthin tho scope cf tho Dawos-plan cloarly 
lay on I'x. Parker Gilbort tho a ,ont- cncr-1 f :r reparations, 
who w-s rcspcnaible fer tho application of oortain flcxiblo 
docrcos of tho Eawcs-plan in order to avoid a deflation in this 
manner. If a singlo c'uso f r .tho viulonco of tho ooononlc crisis 
in Go many and tho subsequent politic rl developments is to bo 
nanod, then rcforenco uist be nado to the abolition f such flcxiblo 
clcusoa in tho Y.ung-nlcn, an rnendoont -.hich I pointed out in 
tho introduction to tho publishod "Reparations Diary" by -onorrl 
Dawos. 

Already at the cr»:‘ cf 1929 it was to be expoctod that thoso noasuros 
could cnly lord tc world inflntion. 3‘sic occn-nic and foroign 
political topics wore of c-ursc discussed ilth the Vico-chnnccllor 
Dr. DUTIICH me tho Foreign Liniotor Dr. CURTIUS. 

The US. Diplea-tie C-rrcsp^ndenco of 1931, publishod by tho Steto 
Daprrt.cant, shows, h^w in the critical sue ra cr 1931 I doscribcd to 
tho ‘.•co- lean .'^.b-esndor tho sori^us dangers, which aroso for Go many 
and tho stability of Eurepo frees tho reparations crisis. During 
eno <f eur conferences I told .‘csbassador S..CXETT, that I wrs not 
suro nhathor nu would survivo tho noxt t mo necks without employing 
tho holp :f tho cn=y and tho regional police fcrcos, in view j[ tlio 
intransi ,cnt attitudo cf cortcin foreign goners 
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■rc tho cnc ur* ;cccnt thus “X:rdcd the totalitarian -y:rtio3 to 
start an internal revolt. Until rutusn 1931 EESffliBURG Approved 
with ut restriction fll political uersuros, which I took or 
oroposc . Cf course it ms never possible to ariso hia understand, 
why it would be nccossrry to observe carefully all the c^nditi-ns 
which were l~±d t ,wn in the reparations '.jrccnonts, in the Rcichs- 
b-nk 1 mi and in Dr. SCHICKT'a lottor in the geld vrlue of tho JSa.rk, 
the Inst t::o f irhich represented intejrrat ports of tho reparations 
" .rccxocnt. Cur in the l*st fourteen yoers I h.-.vc seen fro a enquiries 
into tho rep “rations policy, which roro published by roroign end 
often by Gcrara cci xrats, thr.t tho original text of the Young-pirn 
w-s not teken into- consideration by theso withers. If they hod been 
acquainted with tho dotrils f the re pilr.tiens, tho aisc .inception 
of r. pirn for r. deflation policy on tho port cf tho German govern¬ 
ment could never hove cooo into be in 3 . 

Although KETDI3.TJURG in this critic-l time finely supported tho 
govomxint me! its cajorlty in tho Rcichstc ho was enco porturbod 
About o clash in tho Roichstr.g betwoen Horr von OLDENBURG nnd oy- 
solf in October 1930. Ho oven insistod r.t tho tine, thot Horr von 
GLD3«BURG should pry no 1 * visit nnd -t lerst .-rko r. gosturo of 
npology. 


During his st-y in Diotrraszoll in August 1931 rad oven before thon, 
HINDE.J3U.IG had eoc:i inforcod, thr.t certain personalities of Fronch 
rad Polish dosccnt had reproached Hitler, hinting thr.t tho in¬ 
corporation of tho Nazi ?rrty into tho Govonrent ni^it iaprovo 
Gormny's pisiticn r.t inta-nrti .nrl c nforcncon. This rop.-rort-ly 
nedo such r. deep Irrcssi n cn HINDEh'3lRG, thnt ho urgod 00 to confor 
with HUGS3SIG *nd Hitler. Ky c-.nfcrcnco with thoa produced 
nogetivo results, ra wra to bo expected. I put tho question to 
both whothcr they would oponly plodgo themselves to suoport tho 
President's re-election in spring 1932, when his tem of offico 
oxpiro<!. Woithcr of thoa w“s willing t~ make such c plodgo. Tho 
Prosidont was porsurdod by -n agont, thr.t I had intentionally insistod 
on suop rtin; hia ro-olcctlon, 90 is to rom'.or the p'rticipction of 
tho ri^it-nin: party iap^ssiblo. 

For this re.-sen I interrupted ay journey to r. political nocting 
in Stutta-rt, in order to visit tho gonorrls v. H.AilNSTEIN and von 
3CHLSICHSR in Udbrd. 
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I naked then to toll ae frankly, whether in their opinion there 
was any change in the participation of the Katie <r Nationalists 
in the government. Both reassured as that on the occasion of 
his next visit to Dietrasszell for his routino report to 
HnraEN3URG rs Commander in Chief of tho Roichswehr, General von 
den Buecho would inf ore the President that they expected serious 
dangers to rosult fron my change in tho government and that 
they "suld not be willing to continue to beer the responsibility 
for the army undor a government, which to an increasing extont 
nigit bo influenced by the Nazi-Party. 


also discussed the planned nee ting in Harzburg which like 
all of Hitler's functions w-s patterned on the procedures adopted 
by <X,hor dictators. I expected that tho Harzburg mooting wsuld 
only rosult in psychological disturbances and due to information 
which I currently roceivod from loading pcrsonalitios in tho Nazi 
and Nationalist parties, as well as in tho Stahlholn, I was cortain, 
that those groupo *ould not be cblo to cooo to an agreement. Bet- 
woon tho two generals and nysolf there was coeploto understanding 
that in case tho Nazis should iaitato KUSSOLBfX'a march on Romo, 
tho Roichsuehr would be able to cope with thorn. For thoro is 
nothing oasior than to deal with c groat crowd of pooplo *dio 
woro only party trained and armed and tirod after a fow days' 
march. ..’o also expected, that wo would bo given HlNDENBURG's 
consont to an imediato suppression of tho Nazi Party, in enso 
tho Nazis rosortod to open revolt. 


This brings no to tho crucial point: HEUZN3URG did not want tho 
Nazi Party in tho government; but no it her did ho want military 
and polico forcoa to bo employed to suppress tho Nazi Party, ax- 
c*cct undor conditions already mentioned. This rosultod in an 
oxtromoly difficult situation for tho Roichswchr as wo 11 as for 
tho govomoont. .'lthough tho gcnornla v. H'iZjXSTEXR and v. 
SCHLEICHER woro sr.tiafiod with HINDSNBURG's imodiato reaction 
to tho report of (inoral von dom &ischo two wcoks Inter Gonornl 
v. SCHLEICH3? grow nervous again for two roosons: bocauso of tho 
influonco oxcrciscd on the Prosidont in Diotraa3zoll and lator 
in Porlin and on account of his own position. 

Luckily HEIDarBURG's non-constitutional advisors woro dividod in 
thoir opinion. Ono group aimed at a govomaent without tho Nazi 
P.arty, similar to tho one which later on was appointed undor Herr 
von PA?a:, which was to procood in c dictatorial mannor end was 
to dissolve the political parties. Others wanted a new govern¬ 
ment, which wa3 to include the Nazis. 
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The latter grapp $nc?.u4ed ^ ounbes o* tinkers. -Bo exerted n special 
indirect fissure cn ths’presldeni after hlsfoturn io'Scrlln. At least 
one of then was known to hare ahde‘geh crow noney conttlbutlons ta Natl 
funds and nationalist parties since October 1920. Ho diod shortly 
after the Nails ca=o to power. The financing of the Kaxi Party, sono- 
tlnos by individuals when one would hsvo least oxpoctod to supp-rt 
such cauaos, Is a chap tor by ltsolf. I havo nevor talked about It In 
public, but In the Interest of Oorsany It night bocoao hocossary to do 
so, and to discloso how the sane bankors, In ■mtunn 1930, tried to 
influence nebassador Peckott against sy governnent end in favor of the 
Nazi Party, 

To nakc nattors worse, soon sftex his rotum to Berlin' nencly. In Sept*- 
bor 1931, tho President suffered a r.ontal brorkdown lasting 10 d'ye. 
Two days previously I hod nrphntically polntod cut to the President 
that, should he wish to effect a change in tho governnent, he had 
only two alternatives; ho could olthcr suppross tho Natl Party by 
force, or forn a new goveror.ont which would have to. indudo the Nazis, 
in which case such a govornr.ont would of courso bo refusod tho right 
of dissolving tho Reichstag boforo tho nemal end of tho oloctlon tom 
In 1934, I told hin that, should tho Karls toko responsibility In a 
coalition govornnsnt, tho growing unceplcyr.cnt and tho diplor.'tlc 
difficulties which woro to bo oxpoctod in tho Hlntor of 1931/32, would 
deprive It of cuch of its pcjwlarlty. I also told hin that It was 
doubtful whether a govornr.ont which included tho Kaxls would caln 
the success that night otherwise bo oxpoctod in tho reparation and 
dlsnmanont negotiations echfjhjlod to toko nlaco within tho noxt 
C conths, I woraod hlo that/changcoblQ votors, who had supported 
Kitlor, would not return to tho nodorato partios rS ter ho had dls- 
polntod then, but night rathor swing over tc tho Ccnnunlsts. (Indoed, 
In tho two oloctions of 1932, tho Ccrminlsts incrcasod tholr Rolchstag 
faction by alnost a third. Of ccurso, I rysolf refusod to Join a 
cabinot which includod tho Nails. 

In I expocted, Hlndonburc reacted violently against tho proposition 
to Include tho Katie In a coalition govornaont. A~ain and. .again he 
ropontod that tho Austrian Corporal should novor Join tho mvornnent 
as long as h* was in offico. At that tlco ho also rofusod to adopt 
any plan for tho forclblo suppression of tho Natl Party. 
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During tho two hour conversation, I roalisod core -ad wore 
that the President't intellectual faculties wore wrming. 

This was even cere noticeable next day. I tcld hln finally that, 
if ho did not accept ono of tho proposed alternatives, I would 
hnvo to tender ny resignation, unless ho voro propnrod to 
Civc full support to tho existing governnont’s'proscnt line of 
policy as approved by the prosent Relchstrv-. I did not w*nt td 

feco tho Earsburg conforenco, schedulod for 11 October, 
without tho definite promise of the President's ’support. 

Thon cano this cental breakdown, which as I said, laetod 
10 deys, with the proepoct of a prosidonti.al oloction at 
tho height of the financial, occnoplc and innor-politlcal 
crisis. 

Por tho first tlno tho constitutional rulo of prosidcntlal 
oloction by plebiscite threatened to destroy any hopo of 
political stability and to opon the road olthcr for civil wir 
or a tetri 1 tarian govornnent. That was tho result of an alien 
political institution for which there was no basis in Oorran 
tradition. 

Under tho circunotoncee I hod to postpono tho publication 
of tho 4th Ihorgency Ordor (Hotva-ordnung), which was finally 
issuod in Doccober 1931. The political situation at henowas 
upsot at the coot critical oonent *y tho President’s illness, 
which we had to keep a carefully guarded socrot. Hod it 
bocono known, tho entire psychological foundation for the 
succoss of vital eeonoalc neosuros would havo boon dostroyod 

and tho nilitary and political progran, which had long bom 
preporod against tho Earsburg attack, could not hr.vo bo*n 
carried out. In the chaotic days after tho Prosldont’s break¬ 
down and prior to tho Earsburg coding, Oonoralo Oroonor and 
von Schloicher cade a do spar at o yet successful attoept to savo 
tho situation. Under tholr prossure, Hindcnburg finally 
proolscd to support tho present -overnnont and its policy. Tho 
only ccapronise deoandod was that Dr. Curtius and IV . Vlrth 
should bo sacrificed. 

I did not inforn tho ontiro cabinet of what was happening, 
becaueo of the dangor that any such runor ni'dit start a 
ronewed withdrawal of bank and savings bank deposits, or 
affoct tho Basic negotiations on tho foroign loons stand¬ 
still agreement in pro gross at the Boparotion Exports’ 

Ccmitteo and tho loroign Creditors’ Corcittco. I froruently 
tdkod of ay apprehonsion for tho futuro to Vico Chancolltr 
Dietrich, Ik. El If «r ding of the S>D and Dr. Eons 
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of tho Zantrun, and also to Ik. Pucnder in the Belch Chancellery, 
Dr, von 3uolow in the JoreUn Office and a few othor very 
rollahlo and discreet condors of pro-sovernneat parties. 

It was during that period that. It. Schlrjv;e had tho conver¬ 
sation with no which he mentions in his nonoire. I had chosen 
It. Schlnn^o for his position, hecanso he caao from the Bast. 
Both I and the finnneo ninistcr know that the Bcichstac would 
never pass certain parts cf It. Schlan^C a plan but I did not 
roieo any objections against then, bccuao it bccono increasing 
necessary to rmind Prosldcnt Hindenbur^ fron tine to tlr.e 
that tho BoichstiwT should sot Units to tho etcr.'^mcy powers 
of articlo -if. This was unchwv^od even under the ruap 
parlianont, as it existed at-tho besinnitu: of 1931, when the 
ConnunlatB and the Nasi Party, swooping nlonf: with then the 
Goman national (Deutschnationalo), loft tho Roichstrtf: in the 
hopo of ronderin* a nornal Bcichstn^ Ni&iot debnto inposslble. 


IV, 

As lone a a Belch President Hindcnbure' s nind was not befop® d, 
and ns Ions as I was ndnitted to hie, ho was never prepared to 
surrender the power to tho Basis. Fla nind wm not clear on tho 
sornlu; of 30 Hay 1932, when ho ur*cd no. to f om a cabinet 
of tho Klcht, which of courso I refusod, Kindcnbure repoatod 
what ho had said a few weeks aeo, when, aftor an extrenely 
turbulent scono tho Prussian police had rooovod tho Basis *ron 
tho aeicbBtac, that to bin, it constituted a violation of hlo 
oath to protoct the constitution, to tolorate tho use of police 
against one sinelo Ihtro party within tho Hoichqta,- itsolf, 

He lnsistod on procloinin* now Bolchstiw; oloctlons, and 
ropoated tho nossa*owhich ho had sent no through Hoistnor 
3 days before, that Hit lor and Hu^cnborc had pronisod his 
intomediariss that they would elvo no their unrosorved supnort 
an chancellor. I declared that I could not roly on any 
pronise nado by Hitlor. Tho Prosldcnt thereupon stated that ho 
would refuso to <rlvo his sicnaturo to any ncasuro proposed by 
ny covornnent, unless it had boon passed in tho throe preceded 
Roichsta* readings. Of courso tho Bati noihod of provcntlnr, 
in closo cooperation with tho Corxmniots, any continuous 
Boichata* discussion, nado tho tekinc of any nomal voto lnposniwe 
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When refusing hi* signature for further decree*, the President 
did not refer specifically to on* proposed decree, which, 
heaido* providing for • large program for public work*, 
would alio have coapleted the liquidation of those large 
estate* which their owners could not manage profitably, 
even with government *ub*idie*. I required hi* - hitherto 
obstinately r*fu*od - signature for another decree, which 
enacted the decision of the Laondcr conforenco of 1930, 
neaely to divido Prussia into it* province*, and to confer 
control of the Judicial and police adainl*tration of Northern 
Go many on the Pelch, in case the Nazis, after the Pra**ian 
election* in Spring 1932, should prove intransigent in thoir 
desands for position* in tho Prussian government. I had long 
cade it clear to the Satis that whatever majority they 
might be able to gain in the Prussian oleetions, I would 
novor allow them to exorciso control over the Prussian 
courts and Police. The financial basis for such a step had 
been laid Inconspicuously in the Plrst Emergency Decree 
of December 1930, through provisions which had excitod 
little public attention until Hey 1932. 

I informod tho President of conflicts within the Nazi Party, 
GOEHJMG, G0>:33TLS and S?PASSER being in- full revolt against 
HITLER and in opposition to oach othor, and fearing that, 
should HITLER 1 * uncompromising policy continue for two more 
wooks, they would lose evory chance of govornmontol power. 

Tho situation in the Nazi Party was again oxactly as it had 
boon in January 1933, whon Chancellor von SCHLEICHER was 
finally provontod from having an undisturbod talk with 
President HlifiEHBURG, Just ns I had boon 8 months previously. 

I wish to add that at the close of tho mooting, in which tho 
cabinot had decided to resign, I actually made a remark 
such as Kerr SCHLaNGE records in his book. Of couroo, Herr 
SCHLANGE did not know that at the ond of our conforenco on 
tho previous day, tho President had bocomo faint. Ho sooms 
to have forgotten, that during a 4-week period in January 
and Jebruary 1932, I had repeatedly offored my resignation, 
bocauso tho President formed hie viovs on tho basle of reports 
made by non-constitutional advisers, and bocauso every tico 
tho crisis was temporarily averted through a direct discussion 
between us. finally, on* morning, tho President called mo 
to him to toll me that he had decided to listen to me alone, 
that ho had definitely refused to accept advica from 
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others, Including his family. Later I learned that this change 
in cy favor was due to the intervention of a number of aristo¬ 
crats fro= the oldest families of last Prussia and Silesia, 
who had never wavered in their cecity toward the Nazis, and 
most of whoa perished under the Saxi regime, either in concen¬ 
tration camps or by execution. In ey talk with the President 
on the eve of the resignation of the cabinet, I had proposed 
GOrRULER as =y successor. Sver since I had recognized his 
efficiency as Price Cordlessr in January 1932, I had boon 
training him for this purposo. I wanted to prevent at all 
events the ncaination of Herr von PJPSN, whom the French 
embassador had referred to as cy successor in a private talk 
a voek before. While I still had hopes of Inducing President 
HI;-TEa3UB5 in the ond to appoint GGSRDZLLR as cy successor, 

I had to avoid all criticise of the President in the cabinet 
meetings. 

Another thing which Herr SCHLAKO? did not know was that, at the 
timo whon the cabinet decidod to resign, the US spodal onvoy, 

Mr. Hugh Gibson, had for soveral days already been conducting 
negotiations with the French Prise Minister Horriot regarding tho 
dis.izxooct forsula, which tho Oorean governsont had proposed 
and which the representatives of tho US, Groat Britaih and 
Italy had already approvod in a ceoting at State Socrotary 
Stisaon's house in Besinges noar Geneva in April 1932. I was 
expecting hourly the American ambassador's cossago that M. 
Horriot hiid funcUaontally v;rood with tho dloare«aont fonnul/u 
It arrivod on tho corning of 31 Kay, the day aftor tho rooigna- 
tion of tho cabinot. 

A reparation arrangement, which providod for a balance p;-ymont 
of loss than 5 billion sarks, had alroady boon arrivod at in 
principle, .'nd in April 1932, agrooconts had boon roachod with 
tho Polish govorneont to commence talks in Juno with tho idea 
of a rcsottloeont of tho Corridor question. Thus Horriot s 
accoptanco of tho formula for German disarsanont had cloarod 
up tho last major outstanding question of foreign rolationo. 

Those who had influoncod Hindenburg in his latost decision know 
as well as I that, wore this acceptance to coco in tiso, ho 
might pgaln change hie attitude, Just as I had had to do 
almost ovory wook since January 1932, in order to retain my 
govorneont. Mr. Gibson's message reached oe, as I said, through 
tho American envoy, one hour before tho time appointed for 
ay conference with the Reich President. A few lnltiatod porsons 
in attendance on tho Reich President, though not 
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holding official positions, succeeded in putting off ny audionco' 
until c fon minutes before mid-day, ;;hcr. the President, es usual, 
took the parade of the Uarino Guards on 31 I-ay, Skagerak-day. I 
had exactly 3i cinutos to talk to hia, and that could naturally 
only end in failure, because he urged do noro strongly then boforo 
to form a governeent of tho Rigit. 

I want to illustrate he* grossly Herr SCHL.TGE misjudged the situation 
by an account of ay official farowoll visit to tho Roich President 
threo days afto: ny resignation. On that day his mind was clear 
and fresh. Ho talked to co in his usual aonologuo stylo, which 
had enabled uc for almost tiw> yoars to rccogiuzo the lnfluoncos 
and pressure to which ho had boon subjected, and to countor then, 
if I thought then dangerous. Ho said: "..’o hyett .#<m a ca.binot 
such as I had always wanted, but I have bccn/cga£n. This chan¬ 
cellor (Papon) trill never neko it. I an still not too old to 
pcrcoivo that. You should have stayed, and everything would hevo 
boon alright." Inautunn 1932 and again in July 1933, Roich President 
HDIDSlBURG’s attcqjts to consult no directly wero frustra.tod by 
tho forvont nioh of certain non to prevent our ncoting, during 
which tho intriauos which wore at the bottoa of tho President’s * 
refusal to give hia aignaturo for futuro dccroos of ny governoont, 
and which* thus nado it impossible for the government to stay 
in offico, bocauao National Socialist and Cousunist tactics 
prevented ajy noraal Roich stag procoduro, night have boon fully 
exposed. 


From prosent discussions of the veto on tho Enabling Act of liareh 
1932, I aoo that oven old parliamentarians have forgotton in tho . 
14 dreadful intervening years tho situation as it really was. 

Threo erasures of tho Papon goverreent had had disastrous offocts. 

The first was tho dissolution of the Reichstag olcctcd in 1930 
aftor ny resignation. This dostroyed tho basic conditions of tho 
former covomnont'3 ontiro policy, namely tho cxistonco of a 
dcnocratic Roichstag majority up to tho end of its full constitu¬ 
tional tom of offico, which expired in 1934. Tho causo of tho 
Reichstag dissolution in 1930 was the rojdction of vital financial 
measures by a chanco majority of a fou votes, which wore the 
result of long negotiations and debates. 
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Much against my inclination, I aist atato here, that Roich Chancollor 
Hermann i HELLER, to ovorcocc Reich President HD.TEIJBURG'a resistance 
to sign the Young plan, bed assured him that financial aoasures 
necessitated b- the Young plan would bo passed, if not by normal 
majority vote, then by an act of tho President according to articlo 
48 of tho Reich constitution. That was a roturn to a practico 
which had bccocc custoaary in tho critical yoars 1923-1924. Vfhon 
Hermann EUELIZH's proposals for a finance roform failod to find tho 
majority support of his own party in the' Reichstag (through a 
chanco voto quite unrepresentative of the opinion of all SPD 
loaders), ho loyally fulfilled his prooiso by proposing to tho 
Roich President, prior to his resignation, tho nocossary docroos 
according to articlo 48. SPD leaders in rosponsiblo govomoont 
positions had almost invariably takon groat care to fulfil ono 
of tho prime dutioa of a parliame n tarian government: to balnnco tho 
budgot. l.’cvcrtholoas, the Reich President dcclinod to epprovo 
tho application of articlo 48 by tho Roich chcncollor, and thus 
to permit erasures which were opposed by a majority of his own 
party. 

Tho now cabinot, which assumed offico on 31 Karch 1930, triod at 
first to avoid tho application of articlo 48, and to carry tho 
fomor government *s root ions by normal majority voto, as also 
supplementary tonporary measures ensuring tho paynont of civilian 
coployco‘3 wagos and unonployoont nonoy, until it was ovidont 
whothor tho so-callod Young plan iwuld bring an oconooic stimulus 
and a drop in unemployment. It soon became cloar that this would 
not be tho caao,* and thoroforo a further cut in public expenditure 
boo ana nocossary, as wo 11 as tho creation of now sourcos of incomo. 

Tho financial position of tho social insurance agencies as wall 
as that of the government was so critical, that funds appropriated 
for normal paynonts would only last for 2 months ooro. Tho 
stato of tho conoy narkot, and cortain clauses of tho Young plan, 
na.do it impossible to placo furthor treasury bills or to tako up a 
loan. 7/hcr. long negotiations with tho Right and tho loft 3howod 
that it would be impossible to obtain a Roich’stag majority for 
tho bill, tho nocossary financial ncasuros woro combined in/prosi- 
dnntial act. This act, as stated, was rcjoctod by chanco majority in fch< 
Roichsfcag. Thus tho tragic situation of Goman dcrxjcracy bocano 
ovidont: 

Tho conditions imposed by various reparation agreements nado it- 
impossible to raiso tho money- nocossary for reparation payments, 
except by incroasod taxes and a limitation of expenditure. 
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If th.sc fundi Wire not obtained soon, the Younj Pier. wes boun: 
to prove i failure, i.ut the parties in tho aeichsti. mere not 
prapirti to issues restonsiwility eefore their constituents

for the ldditionil tixas required,-- 

Thus it i‘.i deciiod to dissolve the .deichstij ind seourc 
i ieiohsta with i democratic majority, ty holding new 
oleotions, :nd therejy ntioi itin^ a further Increase cf 
aocnoiic impression -n. iviidln. on intomifiottion of radical 
trends stron^ mnou.h to a\ootn_,c ordin-ry p-rlimentiry 
proceedings; tnn -eichstn* was to sit for trvo constitutional 
four yeirs' period up to the fall of ISi..

Oelr.. to the docr.c puilishoo on 2 o Fa.ruary 
i nro I lately after tho aeichctn fire, SI TL ! «. was already in a 
position to suppress any political p.rty in. to a>oliah ill oivio 
liberties. This la clear froa the fact thit tne SPD (3ooir.l 
icmoorat Pxrty of G-r-.my) aaa later tho G*r.tun h»tional fi.htla,; 
or-ar.ititlona (iaobfrin.e) ere doprived of all thoir functions 
ana prcp.rty, r.ct on account of the Ena.ling ict, tut pursuant to 
the dtoreo of 26 February.

Such an augmentation would have a,ant that h02 matters cf the 
a-w ,\,ichst4 1 would h.v« ruthlessly opposed the continuation 
of Kati influence in tho ^ov-r^nt, Adiod to this, at least half 
of the 63 m^auers of thi DNVP were definitely a 6 ainst taicins 
any measure which xi : ht have stabilised hitler'a powar. .ith 
this po* i-lc proportion of 32 -. votes against, to 320 votes for, 
ais iotion, Eitlor woulr. not hive dared to order aess arrests of 
doichsti; ocx-ars In order to turn his ai...rity Into a cne-tnird 
majority, »nd it woull have ’.c-n easy to enforoa o-rtain 
limitations with r-jiri to th- Ena-lin* Act, vhioh I shill refer 
to 1-.aia lator. 
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Instead, through the expulsion of tho Coemnist dologatos from tho 
Reichstag, tho 81 votes, *iich aigxt have boon saved for tho SPD in tho 
ballot on the Enabling Act, wire lost antirely, './ith c total of 566 
votos, 378 "ore necessary to fern a two-third majority. Tho 4 parties 
which supportod Hitler'3 govemaont hod 345 votos, and wore thus short 
of 33 for a two-third majority. Then tho Netloncl Socialists begun to 
arrest SPD dologatos, and threatened to continue with thoso arrests, 
until tho pro-Goverrmont parties would fom a two-third majority within 
tho rump parliament. Actually, only 94 of tho 120 SPD dologatos gavo 

thoir veto in tho ballot on tho Enabling Act; (9 wore under arrest, 11

woro roportod side, end othors, though present, rofralnod from voting.) 

Thus a total of 107 anti-Nazi dologatos who had boon oloctod to tho 
Roiohstag did not participate in tho ballot on tho Enabling Act. This 
■sent that Hitler noeded only 15 votes froa opposition parties to ob¬ 
tain a two-third majority. Ho was rosolvod to win thoso 15 votos by 
making noro arrosts in tho Reichstag botwoon tho first and socond reading 
of tho Act. Tho Xroll Opera and tho Conforonco Hall propor woro fillod 
with SS and tho building was cordonod off by SS, so that nobody could oscapo. 
In this res poet ay prophecy was confirmed only tco fully, namoly that a 
dengorous procodcnt had boon sot in tho preceding year, whon, ontoring 
tho Reichstag upon ay return free tho state funeral of tho assassinatod 
Prosidont DOUJiBR, I saw Prussian police bohind tho Roiohstag president's 
chair, acting under orders of the Berlin vice prosidont of polico, hosi- 
tatingly Jumping tho balustredo of tho Govornoont balcony, end driving 
tho Nazi dologatos out of tho Conforonco Hall with rubber trunchoonS. 
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Even worso was the feet that seas newly oleoted delegates of various 
canter parties, notwithstanding their earlier loudly protested pacifist 
and deoocratic opinions, fell under the spell of the Nazis, and throctonod 
to voto for the ambling Act in opposition to their own party lend ora.

Tho nee tings of tbo center partios were attend od, in tho absenco of tho 
regular party loaders,oven by party oesbors who woro not Roichsfcag ncobora, 
and yt\ o, as was loarnod two days later, infofned tho Nazis of all trends 
end discussions in tho other partios. In short, tho Nazis woro not only 
able to ensure for thcnsolvcs a two-third majority by arrosting a dowon 
delogatos, but thoy woro also informed of tho socrot intor-party nogotia* 
tions rogrrding proposed amendments of tho ambling Act to safeguard 
civil arvi political liberties, and of tho faltorings of cortain nowly 
oloctcd dologctos froa tho contre portion. 

Many mcebors of tho EWVP, liko dologates of othor partios, ronlizod, 
that Hitlor's pouors from tho Roichstag firo docrco, datod 28 Fobruary, 
woro in actual fact of a far wider scopo than that oovorod by tho proposod 
Enahling Vet. In tho norning of 21 Karch, Oborfohron approached no, 
prior to tho coomnccnont of the ccroanny in tho Potsdan garrison church, 
and on tto axw day I rocoivod a boss ago froa onothor influential DNVP 
member, asking ac to coco that ovoning to a ocoting with HUGENBERG, in 
his house. At this emoting it was egroed that I should draft an amendment 
to tho proposed ambling Act, safeguarding civil end political froedon, and 
that, for tactical reasons, this amendment was to bo proposod by tho DIIVP 
in tho Roichstag. Tho emondnont was drafted by Dr. BELL and taysolf in 
cooperation idth two other Zontrus mcebors and sutoittod to thoDNV?.

tho Reichstag convened, thorc was no Indication that tho ENVP would not, 
cs pro-crrmgod, bring forward this amendment. Just boforo tho second 
roading of tho .let, a certain DNV? delegato passed near enough to cy 
placo, to toll no in a quick iftispcr, that it would bo impossible to 
bring tho notion that day. I was told next day, that 22 EfJVP members, 
led by Dr. Eduard ST.’J/nJSR, had threatened to leave tho party and follow

I had discussed this 
possibility with General von SCHLEICHER, when ho visited do in hospital 

a few days aft or his resignation. Wo wore agroed, that two possibilities

oxistod which could causo tho removal of tho Nazis. The first, which I 
hove mentioned oarllor, was based on tho fact that if they woro to bo 
cut off from outsido support tho difficult foreign exchange situation 
would put the Nazis in a hopoloss position by tho suroer of 1934. Our 
second hope gravitated around tho fact, that General von H.‘J KHISTED1 was 
not yet dismissed from offico, after tho appointnont of Gonorrl von 
BL03ERG as Reich Dofenso Minister.

Troo the last 18 months' experience we both knew that the 
one General on actlTe service who wlehed the Bazie to be in power 
wae 3LCK2SBG, whose report on the Disarmament Conference in 
April 1932 did so such to sake Seich-President HIS3H3UHG dis¬ 
trustful of ay policy. I had suggested to General GKO2128 in the 
auaaer of 1931 to remore 3D0HH2HJ froa his post on account of 
signs of cental and nervous instability shown by his after a 
serious riding accident. His rexoval could be attained with diffi¬ 
culty on account of persistent personal support given to hln by 
Soicb-President KIBCEH3UBG but his nonlnation as Chief of the 
German Military Mission at Geneva was seen as a step towards his 
retirement. Curing the years of cy exile 1 have been surprised 
to find such a high degree of syspathy enjoyed by 3L0KHSH) on 
the part of foreign politicians, even among such as were usually 
clear-sighted In their Judgment. Serious oonsequences arooa

fron confidential cocauni cat Ions cade by BLOMBCRO at Geneva to 
the military experts of other nations. 1 cannot now enlarge on those 
points,, which had direct bearing on the final rupture between 
HIinZHBUUO and me. I had to Insist on 2LCK3"»>' ■ recall aftor he 
had acted contrary to hls Instructions and to the disarmament policy 
of the Relchwshrninlster and of the generals v. SCHUICBBH and 
v. HAICCHSTBIW. 

With SCHLDICHSR I dlscusosd hew long It would bo possible for 
HDOCRSTDIH tc retain hls position under 3L0KBEB0 as Rolchswohr- 

mlnlster. SCELSICiSE's opinion was that provided HAKISHSTT.IH had 
mended the breach between himself and KIKEBH3URG he would be able 
to maintain hlcself in a position enabling him to undertake steps 
■gainst the Basis before the middle cf 1933 
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when, so it was'hope, the HTTP's disappointment would have 
induced them to Join in influencing the Seich-Preel dent 
towards authorising an operation by the Reichswthr . Ve therefore 
agreed that orerything would hare to be done to prevent the 
dissolution of the different parties by a decree before July 
1933. 

Hiring the last days of June I learnt from a gentlemen 

whoa I had ashed to contact General ▼. HjJOSRSntlH (I ay self 
could no longer appear in public, attempts on ay life haring 
been nade even at the hosoital) that the latter was being 
reliovod, step by step, of hie usual functions as Chief of 

the Roichswehr and that he found it impossible to arrive at 
a reconciliation with EIS1EHBURG. Until then, I had tried 
to koep the Central Party togethor in spite of the case-arrests 
of its lenders in the country caking it prnotlcally impossible 
to aaintain regular connections with provincial end local 
offices. 

Such were the cnitt factors of tho situation in J-nrch 1933. 

It nust bo added though that the actual wording of the Enabling 
Act, influenced by the IBVP, offered superficial guarentoos 
for the freedon of notion of Reich-President, Reichstag and 
Reich Council, lacking all provision for the infringement on 
civilian and political rights. I was oxtromoly sceptical in 
this respoct, any guarantee being insignificant unloos the 
Roich-President and Reich Chancellor annullod tho decree concern¬ 
ing tho burning of the Reichstag, dated 28 Pobruary; it was 
clear that the wording had partly been formulated in a c ann or 
to satisfy HGnEHBU3J's scruples as guardian of tho constitution. 

fc know that Hitler would have a two-thirds majority in the 
Reichstag on account of the impending eecession by deputies 
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of the center parties end the ebeenoe or abstention froa voting 
by certain eociallet deputies, eren if .the Bavarian People'a 
Party ( Yolkspartei), the center and the alnor parties voted 
against the Enabling Act. A resolution was passed to ask 
Hitler, in return for a favorable vote by the center party on 
the defrae, for a letter regarding the annulnent of such parts 
of the decree concerning the burning of the Reichstag as tended 
to violate the civil and political liberties of the cititons. 

Such a promise vas speedily drafted and approved by Hitler and 
Prick. They assured Dr. Kaas, the leader of the conter party, 
that before the termination of the seoond reading of the act 
he would have in hand Hitler's signed consent. When no such 
letter appeared. Dr. Ians wae urged by the deputies of the 
centor party to announce that tho latter would voto against the 
act in its third reading but again ho was assured by Hitler 
and 7rick that the messenger ontrustod with Hltlor's official ^ 
donsont to tho abovo-^&o&tlo&od purto of tho docroo conoorn- 

ing the burning of the Reichstag must actually bo at tho Xroll- 
opor and that he probably had difficulties in passing tho SS 
cordons. Theso rapid negotiations oxcludod Joint deliberations 
by tho partlos botwoon tho different readings of tho act. For 
this reason the center party and, as far as 1 roooabor, tho 
Bavarian Peoplo's Party (Yolkspartel) had decided that thoir 
loadors should haro complete freodcm of dodslon and that all 
deputies should bo constrained to voto in agreement with whotevor 
decision on tho low was mado by tho party-loaders. Just boforo 
the third reading 
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Trick ceremoniously inforned Dr. I«i that Hitler 1 ■ letter had 
already been dsllverod by the seiaes^er at Dr. Haas' office in 
the Erolloper. 

Betveen the eocond and third reading Dr. Hackelsborgor, who 
later died in prison, had been in contact with Bombers of Roich- 
Prceident Hindenbujg's party. Ee reported that Hlndonburg was 
«^rln« hie full eupport to Dr. Haas' dsaand for tho ann u l c e nt of 
tho docroo concerning the burning of the Rolchstag and that, on 
thie basis, ho was pealing to tho conter-partlos for a favorable 
vote on tho Act sinco the continuation of tho parties which, in 
1932, had votod for hU as Rsich-Prosldont was a rsqulronont for 
any action which ho night carry out lator on. My own scepticism 
was not abated by tho aoseengor of Dr. Prick nor by Dr. Hackol- 
borgor's rooort. But tho Indication of thoir cosamicatlons 
isolated without hopo tho few dooutios sharing ny misgivings. 

In sxBBing up, rothing could have boon gained by a rojootion 
of the Enabling Act sinco the docroo of 28 Fobruaiy, according to 
which tho Cozounists had already boon excluded, would havo 
remained in forco, and would havo boon apollod for tho dissolution 
of tho anti-Has 1 partios. Thcso partlos had to chooso botwoon two 
lrrovocablo altornativoe: a voto for tho Enabling Act, rolying on 
an subso<|uont change in Roich-P resident Hlndonburg' ■ attitudo or 
tho rejection of the Enabling Act lsplying tho direct aonaco of 
porsonal arrost and dissolution of their party followod by tho 
arraignment of Fcich-President Hlndonburg's and Hitlor's olootion 
as Eoich-Presidont. 

Hindenburg's subsoqpont attitudo demonstrated that oxpoctatlon 

for action on his side was not entirely unfounded. Ono of tho fow 
pooplo who could still establish a contact botwoon Hlndonburg 
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and no told me, for lnstanco, that BeichMshop Mueller's nomination 
liberated Elndanburg from all illusions on tho charactor of tho 
Hail Engine. Tho Kolcb-Fr-aaidant' ■ correct perception of tho situ¬ 
ation during his portods of sontal lucidity was by no noons followed 
by direct action. In Increasing moasuro ho was kept in actual 
Isolation, tho ambers of his personal entourage being -lleturbod 
by various threats, one of the nost offoctlvc of tho lattor being 
the Hail-lntlaldatlon of revoallng their porsonal affairs and 
thoir attoopts of influencing tho Eolcb^Prcsldent. 

Goneralfoldn-rschall von Mackcnson's accoss to tho Roich- 
Prosldont, for instanco, nado It possiblo to liborato cany pooplo, 
lnduslvo of two loaders of Trade Unions, from Concentration Camps 
and prisons but Mackonson was too old for Important political 
missions. Othors who previously had free accoss to tho Rolch-Presi¬ 
dent and who to a considerable degree wore rosponslblo for his 
vacillating policy In 1931 and 1932, as Horr von Oldenburg and 
Horr von Rlppol, wore now provonted to approach him, olthor by 
intimidations or arrest. <hon It becaao obvious that Hlndonburg 
would not survlvo tho suaaor of 1934, all efforts for tho prepara¬ 
tion of a rising against tho Sails had to bo concontratod for tho 
oarly su$mor, 

Undor groat difficulties and dangors, boginning In tho 
spring of 1933, contacts woro ostabllshod botwcon various pooplo 
aiming at tho croatlon of a basis for widoly-sproad rosistnnoo 
against Hitler. Important groups wore foraed In tho army, establish¬ 
ing connection with son who had formerly boon actlvoly ongagod 
In politics 
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and also with a growing nuabor of proelnent lexis who woro di■ an¬ 
ti aflod with Hitler 1 a roglDC. *hcn tho foreign axchnngo situation 
In the aprlng of 1934 bocwo oron noro critical, thorn wore far- 
reaching attenpta to opon rcalatancc, euefa na tho dononstratlsn 
by tho atudonta of 3onn. Bettor preoared rlalnga woro attceptod 
on Tarloua occaalona, cany of thoao son loilng tholr llfo on 30 
Juno 1934. Moat of tho aurrlrora woro oxocuted aftor tho laat 
attoept on Hitlor'a life In 1944. I -e not going to dlacuoa 
CT 017 roaaon why, In 1934, their efforta ciacarrled, Halting 
ayaolf to the obaorratlon that, at the tlae, one or two con trlod 
to arrumo the leadorehip of tho oppoaltlon, non who in wplto of 
tholr peraonal courage unfortunately lacked tho lndleponaablo 
(jualltloa of dlacrotlon, of clear rlalon, of a (julckly roactlx** 
croatlro isagination and firs reeolution. 

All the dlacuaalona which I read In Gorean papora and 
porlodlcala aoomod to oworlook cesrlctoly throo, factora, tho flrat 
of thoao taking Hitlor'a unuaual lnatlnct and hi* powor of Pagina¬ 
tion In foreaoolng tho actions of hla adroraartoa. Ho wac ablo 
to nako decisions on hla own and had tho nowor to roallso hla 
rosolutlons on tho spot. Hla oono^onta had no such powor and 
dally had to nend broken links In tho chain of tholr plane under 
constant dangor. A socond sain factor was tho rororsod policy of 
somo foreign powors who had constantly rcsletod tho policy of 
eubeoquont Gorman gorernsonts as long as tho lattor woro democratic 
thoreby, through tholr resistance and lnttnelvo monaco undorain¬ 
ing tho authority of ono aftor another of tfco Vo laar Gorornnonts 
but who now, on Hitler' h rise to powor, suppreasod all such 
throats. The third factor was tho Vo Par Constitution itsolf. In 
tholr offorta of guaranteeing dococratic 
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libertlos for ovory U«gluble cue it# originator* hud borrowod 
without distinction the guarantee* provided In foreign constitu¬ 
tion*. Thi* resulted in roduclcg the roeponalblo govoraaont to 
tho state of «important nodlator botwocn a parlleaont unwilling 
to accept public censure for oppressive aeasuros desandod by tho 
Peace Treaty and a Belch-President whoso authority, on account of 
his unan l mou* oloctlon by tho whole pooplo, was bound to bo con¬ 
siderable and llkoly to lncroase since oconoaic and financial 
problem* arising froa tho Poaco Treaties and, speclfioally, from 
tho reparation-program multiplied pro bless which could not bo 
solvod by normal parliamentary dobatos. 

It has boon completely overlooked that, until 1037, Germany 
had only a llnltod sovereignty with regard to her financial and 
- economic policy. This artificial limitation gavo a oortain unroality 
to all activities of tho Goman Govornacnt and of tho Rolchstag. 

It proparod the roquielto Ideological basis for a totalitarian 
ideal as it would have done In every country undor • loll nr condi¬ 
tions. 

Rolch-President Hlndonburg was oorroct In saying, as ho 
froquontly did, that It was Impossible to suopross 090 of tho 
totalitarian partios while allowing freodoo to tho othor. A 
major part of tho nisfortuno which has bofallcn Germany, aroso 
from tho misconceptions on law and constitution by oortain non, 
that tho govornacnt alght suppross tho Kaxi-Party without simulta¬ 
neously dissolving tho communist party. In this rospoot Hltlor, 
as well as hit advlaors surpassod the loaders of tholr rival 
totalitarian party. He know how to ojqjlolt legally all tho 
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democratic guarantees of tho folmsr Constitution to Attain the 
power enabling hi* to discard *11 such guarantees. 

The host constitutional guarantoes for overy country aro 
sound econosic conditions, an active rccoptlveness for moral 
principles - valid equally for all nations and Individuals - 
forming the basis for any constructive policy and, finally, tho 
historical porception, that even fundamental democratic concep¬ 
tions can bo relaxed and destroyed (as shown by Cnoist In his 
comprchonslvo comparison of the development of political institu¬ 
tions In England and In Go runny) by cxcesslvo individualism 
loading to Utopian idoals or reolacing them by mutual reproaches 
on account of tho votors' and tholr roeresentatIves’ readiness 
to assuao responsibility for aoasuroa which arc not welcome In 
thclr immediate effect but which guarantoo the no cobs ary basis 
for a prosperous futuro. 

In ny oolnlon, Gorman public discussion should, In a 
constructive measure, be more bent on thosa viewpoints of tho 
past than on depreciating tho eon who, undor tho most difficult 
conditions, trlod to savo what could still bo savod, In ordor to 
gain a short porlod of tlao at loast during which could bo 
eroatod tho roquislto conditions for decisivo aotlon.

Rcgardloss of tho cost, everything was dono by the Leuna-plant , 
chiefly by tho plant manager Herr Dr. Christian Schnoider to arrange 
tho living quarters for the foreign workers as suitably, cleanly , 
comfortably wi homely as possible. Thore was a total of 50 camps 
available , which had partly been robuilt as hutted camps . 

Scoot Ijms available hotels and inns had to be ased . In such cases 
first class hotels ( c.f. Hotel Stadt H-aburg ,Hallo) and tho best 
inns were chosen and suitably rec-nstructed for new dwelling purposos. 
Specially capable enployees who had to sec that tho equifment was to 
the satisfaction of the inoates wore responsible for the camps. 

Tho food rations were* prescribed by tho authorities . Competent 
innkeeper* were contracted who were responsible for tho food . often • 
receiving special allocations cf previsions ( vegetable etc.) from 
the plant for tho workers' food.

The dining-hallo were large and airy . The crockery was clean and 
plenty of it was available. 

Wherever possible , the dining-halls were equipped with stages 
where theatrical, variety, cusical and ether performances tock placo. 
Very often the casp-incates get togethor and formed their own bands 
or dramatic groups; the performances were known to be good . 

The furnishing equipment of the easy West was particularly famous. 

(c.f. pictures Ho. 2 and 37.) 

T he kitchens and wash-rocna, laundries were exemplary , and were 
frequently cleaned each day . There were first class boilers in the 
kitchen for soup, cooking utensil for neat dishes, mincing and 
cleaning machines . kany kitchens wore equipped to prepare food for 
1C0G-20CO persons at the sano time. 

Uociical care was arranged in such a way that the canp physicians 
provided with automobiles were in the camp at certain tines and 
treated the patients cr carried out general examinations . There 
wore dispensaries , sick-rcccs, and in larger canps also rc\ca 
for convalescence . In severe cases the patient was naturally trans¬ 
ferred to a hospital . 

Kindergardena were installed if necossary in the ecreunity (family) 

camps. 

In Bad Cuerenberg a naternity heme was fitted up .( no pictures 
available in this report ) .

Frr fcho recreational poriods thoro woro writing end reading roans , 
and seme for ganos of all kinds. There wore many gymnastic grounds 
in tho compounds equipped for Jumping exercises,bAll-throwing otc. 

Very often gymnastic apparatus wan nvailablo in the local communities. 
In addition tho foreign workers cculd visit Geroan cinoaas and 
donco-halls at any tiao. 

Tho camps wore visited by many poraons and associations , o.g. 
roprosontativea of the ccuntrios free which tho workers originated, 
who continuously praised cur institutions .

Bclciun and if the :jcasurcc taken for the restoration or 
Cuarantoo of public jrdcr and safety in the occupiod area was 
an urgent necessity. .Articles L6 and 52 of the Rules for Land 
T.nrfaro ninext at safecuardin;: the rights of the population in

Che growing demand# of w»r oconomy for worker# - brought about by 
tho increasing nuab#r of armnnont t»sks and by further drafting* 
into military service - ncco#aitate a renewoi and iar«dlato 
investigation of *11 possibilities which aay allovlato tho rfltua- 
tloa with regard to tho allocation of l*bor. In tho present 
situation It 1# mainly uo to tho iron and aot*l induotry to rolo-#o 
not only tho noce##ary #ktlled worker# but «l#o largo miaborn of 
unsklllod workor#. in order to carry out war economy task# of a 
sore urgont n>.turo. Hoforence l# made to tho following particu¬ 
lar#: 

1. Suooinl aea»uro# for training nkillod worker#. 

For tho most n-rt, only.unskilled worker# *nd apnrcntlcoo will 
bo obtained from tho cloning-down action of the Roich Ministry 
of iconcay, which 1# at prceont in progress. Apart from training 
lprgc number# of workor# - act»l worker# can only bo made avail- 
“blc by the factorio# limiting tho employment of skillod workor# 
to tho absolute minimus and In particular by thoir making cfclllod 
workor# - who are not actually employed on #killed labor - 
avpll.ablc for other tank#, "hi# dom*nd h*« already boon ralnod 
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through the order by the Chairman of the Kinlsterial Counoil 
for Heich Defense Xinister president General Field Marshal 
GC3PJSO dated 2« September 1939 and published In the circular 
decree of 5 October 1939 - 7a 5550/33J-. However, It has boon 
repeatedly established by tho factory investigations undertaken 
so far, that sany factories do not sake sufficient allowance 
for today's requirements. 

i\ir the more tho dcvolopcent of manufacturing procoasos in 
sasy branchos of the iron and nctal processing Industry, hen led 
to tho gradual narrowing down of skilled labor, ‘fork that was 
originally designated as skilled labor has now becoEO sonl- 
skilled to such an oxt«*nt that today largo cunbors of skillod 
workers =ust of necessity bo esoloyod on work of a ooni-skillod 
nature, “he esploymont of skilled workers is to be investigated 
without further delay, in ordor to ro-allocatc that portion of 
labor which is not indispensable to tho oxocutlon of okillod 
labor. In this connection, tho factory indox, as proscribed in 
=y order da.tod 15 Jebruaty 1940 - Va 5C2C/3 for factorloo belong¬ 
ing to tho iron and cotal industry which rot»in nore than 10 
ocployoos, can provide valuablo Information for a cocparloon of 
tho skilled labor allocation in factories with tho saao or oicilar 
aanufacturing tasks. 

Factories having * percent-go of skilled workers exceed¬ 
ing tho avorago will havo to a-ko a specially alnuto lnvootigR- 
tlon. As far as the eaployaent of skillod workers in tho indivi¬ 
dual f-ctorlos cannot bo invostigatod by tho Labor Allocation 
Dcpartacnts of tho Labor Offices, speci-1 coaaissions must bo 
appointed for this task. Skillod workers thus aado available must 
of course, only be used in thoso factories working on priority 
tasks, and thoso which - pursuant to investigation - wore ack¬ 
nowledged to havo essential noed of furthor skillod labor. 

The dfis-nd for sesi-skillcd workors, such as assistant 
locksmiths, tumors, revolver tumors, aillcrs, planers, drillors, 
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grinders end welders eto. suet be settlod according to the 
previsiona for inteneified training eeuures contained in the 
decree dated 20 Karch 1940 - Va 6540/43*^. Theeo acasurcs are 
to bo pressed forward to the required extent with all scans and 
without regard to ragion -1 considerations. The succoss of thoso 
noasurcs cust not bo prejudiced by failure to =ak« »n adoquato 
nunbor of traiseos available. In this connection reforonco should 
also bo =cdo to the instructions for procuring trainees, as 
contained in tfco decree of 20 .'.arch 1940. 

Special imortanco is also attached to tho speeding up 
of tho training programe for apprentices becauso in nany instan- 
cos tfco re-aliocat ion of unsuitably placod skilled workoro will 
bo depondont on the allocation of trainoos. 

Cone- rning tho dacand for highly tr-ined okillod 

workors. it oust bo investigated, In collaboration with tho appro¬ 
priate officos whether tho roqulrcscnts cannot bo sot by tho 
Croat lor. of further rcsorved occupations. 

2. Special soMuros for training sooi-skillod workoro. 

As far as : can bo soen at present, tho results of tho 
cloning-down action up till now, nay fall bolow tho roqjironont 
figures announced by tfco Regional Labor Officos in reports to 
tho District Scononic Offices, at tho saao tino it is to bo 
ascertained by coapsring tfco prosont production output with that 
of forxor periods, whether tho nunbor of thoso onployod is oqual 
in proportion to tho isportant official ordoro on hpnd. In 
countlese instances, a^ong othors tho dr*wing-up of tho fa.ctory- 
indas - it has beer, shown th-.t the value of the aonthly sales 
has fallon to a fraction of its v*luc in forr.cr tines, but on 
tfco otfcor haul, tho nuabtr of those ccoloyod has only dccroasod 
vory slightly or not at all. 
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*Joxt to the results of *xeh comparisons, naturally tho Caubob 
of deviations in the development of production and labor allo¬ 
cation have to bo conn*dcred. Kajgjower vfcich i* retained to an 
extent oxcoeding tho requirements ia, in principle, to bo with¬ 
drawn. fhan giving reasons for retaining their s*npowor, the 
factories usually allege that they are making allowances for 
tho arrival of farther orders, without hovev.-r indicating the tine 
at which the factory will be engaged on thcao orders. 

The str«lncd situation, existing with regard to labor 
supply even Justifies tho rc-alloc*tion of workers for r. limited 
poriod. Such • temporary, i&croasod allocation of workers will 
ofton suffice to assist in the execution of tho most urgont 
tasks of creduction in an effective aannor. To * l«rgc oxtont, 
commissions will also havo to be employed on these investigations 
in order to sunport tho activities of tho Labor Offices. Tho 
investigations cirrlod out in tho factories arc to bo exfoctod 
in cloaost collaboration with ocor.onic administrative offices. 

3. Control of tfobllo Labor. 

Kobilo labor it to bo oeployod oxclusivoly on urgont war produc¬ 
tion tasks, according to Individual suitability. This roquiroo 
that tho labor allocation dopartconts of the Labor Offlcoo adopt 
a uniform policy, »nd especially the closost cooperation botwean 
tho individual employment *goncles. In all Hogioaal Labor Offices 
tho labor allocation statistics of tho l*ot months aro to bo 
chocked immediately in ordor to ascertain in dot-'ll tho npoclal 
cor.suros It will be ncccos»ry to t«Jcc in order that oobilo labor 
any bo diroctcd where it is most urgently needed. Tho regulations 
governing tho ch-ngo of pl*ce of orroloymont arc to be doftlt with 
Accordingly. As far as oorson^l consldoratIons (o.g. nobility 
restricted to ono locality) hinder employment on urgent war 
production tasks, suitable workers aro to be ma.de available to 
the required extent by means of exchange.

luring time -Iter the world war the employment of foreign cuan- 
powor, especially in the industrial sector, wa.3 still free fren 
state influcnco. Even aftor the Reichsrnstrlt fucr Arbe Its vomit t- 
luiig ur.d Arboitslosenvcrsicherung (Rational Institution for Em¬ 
ployment Service *nd Unemployment Insurance) ha.d been foundod 
in 1927 and the ccployaont sorvicc had chcroforo bocomo the con¬ 
cern of tho Roich, there wero only initial and fooblo signs of 
an employnont policy governed by the state. It was not until 
19^3 - as a result of tho political revolution, that n fundamen¬ 
tal ch-ngo also dovolopod in tho ccployaont policy. Employment 
probLxis were no longer dologatcd to the periohory of political 
ovonts but bccace «n integral oart of gonoral state policy. In 
a.n oconooy controlled on the b'd.s of stato political necessities 
thoro was no longer room for freo action as rogards eeploymont 
in sonoral -nd tho employment of forcignors in particular. Tho 
agoncios for labor allocation wore cocplctcly reorg-nized and 
wore vested with oxtonsivo authority in connection with the jd r- 
formanco of their now tasks. 

hen the industry had absorbed the unemployed who weru fit for werk 
and ’.than tho demand for nanpowor had boccoo over greater owing to 
the upward trend in production, foreign workers wero increasingly 
enployed in agriculture and soon also in tho industrial sector 
of econoqy. 

Tho principles governing the cmploynont of foroign workors are tho 
same as axo applicable to indigenous workers. Apart from that, tho 
recruiting of foroign manpower "nd its allocation is handled ex¬ 
clusively by tho Administrative Cfficc for Labor Allocation and in 

accordanco with requirements and tho stato political import an co of 
the work, ./ter the outbreak of wax 
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the nccc33ity had bocooc even more apparent than boforo for 
governing labor allocation systematically, furthermore for 
or kin 2 arrejigomonts eccording to which the recruiting and pro¬ 
curer, nt of foreign empower was also to bo hrndlod uniformly, 
in accordance with the overall scheme, by tho "gcncics of tho 
Administrative Office for Labor Allocation; for only in this way 
is it possible to direct the limited number of foreign laborors 
a.vailablo to those places whore thoy arc particularly urgently 
ncodod. 

Thoroforc - based on tho Law dated 5 October 1935 concerning Sa- 
ployront Service, Vocational Guidance end Placement Scrvico for 
Apprentices (?.cich Law Gnzotto I, pago 1281) and tho Dccroo con- 
cornijv; foreign manpowor, dated 23 January 1933 (Reich Law Gazetto 
I, page 26) - tho recruiting and the employment of foreign man¬ 
power is to bo tho exclusive concern of the Administrative Offico 
for Labor Allocation. In -ddition tho competency of the Ad¬ 
ministrative Office for Labor Allocation hr* specifically boon 
established on tho bmis of arrangements mr.do with r. numbor of 
foreign states. Tho direct recruitin' of foreign workors by firms 
or authorities in nood of them, doos therefore not only run countor 

to Germ-n law, but also to international obligations incurrod. 

2. Participation of the enterprises. 

Tho Roich Labor minister ha* reserved the right to acrait repre¬ 
sentatives of cntorpri3os, economic troupe etc. to o-rticipato in 
tho recruitment in exceptional ca.scs. Such participation in tho 
rocruitirg abroad wili only bo considered, if a grower number of 

workers i.lth special qualifications mo to be recruited and the 
consultation of experts appears advisahlo. Theso aro in that caso, 
however, not only to act in tho interests of one enterprise but 
are to ~Vo r.dvico in general, or axo to act for a group of enter¬ 
prises t>f the same kird .

The eeonooic success which is ainoc.' at b; the recruiting of foreign 
workers c-n only be attained, if the foreign worker is willing 
to work in tha Reich of hia own accord; only in that c.-so cm 


satisfactory working efficiency be expected. Then carrying out 
recruiting, therefore, no coercion nor pressure oust bo applied. 
Sxooricnco has show, that the recruiting abroad is promoted 


bost from the point of view of propaganda, if foreign laborers, 
who arc already working in the Roich, express thoir satisfaction. 


in letters or in any other way, as to the reception given to 
thee in the Roich and with regard to the social and other con- 
ditions. Tho voluntary basis is to bo retained. The forcod 
conscription of laborers, tho pra.otico of which is again and 


again falsely reported by the cnasy propaganda, would ha.vo an un¬ 
favorable effect in tho labor allocation seheno. 


5. Equal rights and dutios. 

Tho conditions uncter which tho foreign laborors will havo to 
work in the Reich aro of fundaucntal Liportmco for tho results 
of the recruiting. The foroign laborers aro gonorally placod 
on the satw lovcl with regard to working conditions as tho 
Roich Goman laborers. They aro gonorally entitled to tho arena 
rights within the wage end plant regulations as the correspond¬ 
ing Gcrr.~n laborers, insofar an no special arrangements havo 
been made between Gorr-my and tho rospcctivo st.ato.

to derive the utmost benefit in the field of labor mobili¬ 
zation.

is the duty of the Belch Defense Conalsaare, according to 
their .assignments as set down by decreo of 1 September 1939

Non bed linen can be ordered by the factories only in exceptional 
cases end then only for women workers. 

Tho quartering of the foreign agricultural workers folic*e tho same 
principles, in accordance with the special conditions existing in 
Gorman agriculture. 

Special c.-re should bo taken that tho acco.traodation for foreign nalo 
and female workers corresponds to their national customs as closely 
as possible, in as far as war conditions permit. 
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b) Feeding. 

The foreign workers receive their rations by the Reichs .minis tor 
for food -na agriculture, which ero based on the normal rations 
for German civilians. In eases, where workers ero housod in ccnps, 
co cT unity feeding will be guaranteed throughout. Hero consideration 
must be given to the native customs of tho foreign rorkors insofar 
ns war conditions allow. Ehploynent of native cooks is oncourogcd. 

c) Lcisuro tine activities. 

Leisure tine activities for foreign onlo and fomalo workers within 
and outsido tho ctc-cs, is to bo arranged ns far as w«r-tiao 
pojsibilitios p-ndt and according to tho special qualifications 
of tho workers. Groat consideration must ba paid to tho national 
customs of the forolgn onlo and female \rorkors. 

In planning and putting into offset tho cultural troatoont of 
foreign workors, action a ust bo taken in agreomont with tho 
Organization of tho foreign workors, wliich ero represented by tho 
Gorman norkoro front, and this quustion oust bo handled in accordanco 
with tho guiding principles which are suggested by tho foreign 
offico for tho rospoctivo individual nationalities. 

Tho Gorman .ibrkers Front and tho Reich rood Estate in carrying out 
this task will utilize tho experience gained by the existing, 
officially recognized international societies in Gormany. 

d) Transfor of savings. 

Tho workors may in accordance with the rdgulations existing for 

this purpose, send tho total or part of their savings to thoir 

families. The amounts very for the individual countries as well as

The tasks of Reich Dofense and the execution of the Four Year 
Plan require stability of prices and wages. In accordance wi ,h the 
ordinance for the execution of the Pour Year Plan dated 18 October 
1936 (Reich Law Gazette I, p. 887 ^ I make the following ruling: 

Articlo 1. The Roich Trustees and the Special Labor Trustoes 
have to supervise the pay and working conditions and to adopt all 
measures which aro nocoas ary in order to provont tho re-arming exe¬ 
cution of tho Four Yoar rlan from being adversely influenced by 
wago tronds and othor working conditions. In particular they are em¬ 
powered to fix with tho forco of law uppor and lowor wage limits for 
tho bronchos of industry dotorclnod by tho Roich Labor Ulnistor - also 
if this ontails an alteration in tho administrative (sorvico) re¬ 
gulations and labor contracts. 

Articlo 2. Anyono who acts in dofianco of or circumvents tho 
ooasuros introduced in accordance with this ordinnneo by tho Roich 
Trustoes or tho Spocial Trustoos will bo punished by imprisonment 
and fine, tho lattor to have no uppor limit, or by ono of thoso.

Dated 12 October 1939. 

In accordance with tho '.iar Econocy Ordinance datod U Soptombor 
1939, Section V, parofraph 29 (Reich Law Gazotte I, page 1609), 
tho following is docrccd with regard to tho inploaontation and 
supplooontation of Section III of the ordinance (fartkno wagon) in 
aTroomont with the Plenipotentiary Gor.eral for Econoaic Affairs: 

Articlo 1 

(1) It is forbidden to incroaso tho existing wago or salary ecalos 

including paynont for work dono at hoco - or othor ro;;ular coo- 

by Deans of individual 

ponsotion. It is also forbiddon to incroaso/bonusos paynwnt for 
work dono. This does not.apply to'incroasos mado in accordance with 
laws, wago scalos, oaployi»nt regulations isauod or approved by a 
Roich Uinistor, a factory (osploycent^ regulation approved by a 
Roich Trustoo or Spocirl Labor Trustoo or an ordor given by a

It is forbidden to alter established and tostod piece rates for 
tho purpose of increasing ronuooration for work. When now pieco 
rates are established, this is to bo done after careful investigation 
of tho basic pioco rate regulations and in such a way that tho 
rosultant remuneration aftor tho oeployoo has bccono familiar with 
hiw work, dows not exceed that which is cuotomry in tho plant 
for oquivalont work, tfhon tho basic piece rate regulations nro 
altered, tho pioco rato is to bo oxaainod without dolay. Tho above 
provisions according apply premiums. Articlo 1, Soction 3 
applies.

The provisions of Articles 1 and 2 accordingly apply to a drop

No special deductions arc to bo node fro:: t!«c waf.es, such as 
that ordered, for oxanplo, in tho caso of tlw Polish civilian 
workers. Thooo workers are also to bo g rantod the bsjjo separa¬ 
tion allowance no would bo granted to Gen van workors in tlm plant 
in sinilar circumstances. Consequently it irill for tho most ]>art 
only.bo possible to grant seperatien allowances to workers in tho 
building trade, sinco in the oth„r branches of industry separa¬ 
tion allowances have only been introduced up to nr.; in very fen 
plants. 

The principle of sinilar treat; :ont for the workers fren tho 
occupiod territories and for Goman workers ensures not only

that non-German woriccrs irill not receive 1C3S favorable treat¬ 
ment, but also that they will not receive preferential treat¬ 
ment. A Danish or Dutch work or can thus not receive higher 
wages than a Goman worker in tho plant who is doing the sa.no

They are 
therefore not entirely suitable for foreign wrkore. who are working 
in Gorarny mostly for United periods, often on contracts of a fixed 
duration. In ordor to adjust the furlough regulations to the sneclal 
circumstances for the e-jolovr.ont of foreigners, I therefore docroo

Vhero 
thoro was proof that this possibility did net exist, those 
foreign workorsi when the eaorpency arose, also received boylng- 
poraits for clothing, underwear and shoes. In 19 ^U n new and voiy 
proper unifora was introduced for the foroign woricoro of tho oc¬ 
cupied Vestorn territories, arousing also tho envy of the Oornnn 
workers.

For exclusively Gorman camps attached to factorios 
tho requirements will have to bo on a higher lovol. 
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In so far.as tho natter of carrying out protec¬ 
tive health noaauros in tho camps has not yot been 
settled in tho various districts, I request tho highor 
administration authorities to issuo the nocossary in¬ 
struction to the trade inspection officos.

RESPONSIBILITY 0? THE LSAD5ES OF CCK KTEES AMD CARTELS. 

In an appeal to the leadors of Connlttees and Cartols 
the Rolc hnin Uter for Arvconts and Munitions in May 1942 
(ooo Hows Rillutin 1942, page 15) oxproseed the oxpoctntion, 
that the leaders will fulfil tholr tasks by orders to 
industry. This task of leadership calls for severity. To support 
tho loaders of Co-r-ittoes and Cartels in their task, notice io r.ivon of tho 
following Circular of a Comittee - loador to his spoolal Coanittoos: 

"Lately I have received oovoral corrunlcations froa fims 
conplnlning that tho Loaders of tho spocial 
coraittoo troatod tho suppllo r too sovoroly and denandod 
tho inposoihlo according to the* opinion. 

This, to no, sorvos as an Indication that thoy havo fully 
roalisol tho oorlousioss of tho situation. At tho presont nonont, 
nljon our lighting forces acconplish tho nost extraordinary oohiovononts, 
it is our bo union duty to do tho skm and noro.

As a 
nattor of courso, the tochnlcal Doans of tho rospective plant had 
previously boon inspected. 

Tho attitudo takon by industry towards ordnanco ordors changed in tho 
courso of tho war. At firs*, aost of tho finas wore qulto 
nilling to nccopt ordors which did not involTo a too conoidornblo re¬ 
organisation of tho plant. Approxlnatoly froa 1942 onwnrds, this 
attitudo changed. Tho flrao for the following reaoono objoctod in a 
constantly increasing ooasuro to non ordors. First of all, thoy 'Ad 
not liko to soo thoasolvos cut off ooro and aoro froa what was loft to 
thon of poncotiao production. Furthorooro, without excoptlon, thoy 
noro strained to the Unit of thoir cnpr.clty, and thoroforo with an 
lncronso of production thoy had to face aleoot lnsoluablo tasks uhon

trying to moot technical roqulroaonts and personnel questions. If thoro 

had boon froo oconoay, it would have boon iopossiblo in oany casco, aftor 

1942, but also boforo thon, to place ordnanco ordors. BConsoquontly 

those had to bo forcibly lnposod by tho State. As far ns I know, 

this state of affairs applied in all countries at Bar. I refer to tho 

too, 

fact that, as far as I know, Henry FORIW was induced against his.nill to 
reorganise a large part of his production in faror of war ordors, I do no 
wish to asnvoy horoby, that tho industrialists only acted undor 
duross. Of course, nost of then wero probably proved by a sontinont of 
patriotic duty* — 75 - 
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c.a In nil countries at war, to contribute their part towards 
preventing a defeat. 

As soon as a plant received orders to increase production, it 
reported thu resulting requirements of raw aaterials, cachinoo and 
onnpower to the authorised agencioe. In addition, requirements 
for additional nanpower had to be roported in tho case of loss of 
poroonnel due to ifohraacht conscription. 

The procedure, under nhich nanpower was roquisltionoi, changed 
during tho course of the war. Approximately fron 1942 onwards, it norkod ai 
follows: Tho plant reported its nanpowor roquirenents simultaneously 
to tho Rogional Araanont Offlco, to the Labor Offlco and to tho authorised 
co:j ittoo or cartol (King). The Rogional Araanont Offlco had a 
branch for wa^-ossontlal Jobs and manpower allocation. This 
branch cocked tho nanpower requlronont according to nun bo r and 
priority, providod it with a suitablo priority symbol and pncood 
it on to tho Labor Office. Particularly- oesontlal production was 
tonporarily safeguarded against loss of nanpower. Tho Araanont 
lilniotry established general rulos for priority grades, Originally 
thoro oxlstod only the priority grados 1, 2 and 3. Oradunlly hitfxor 
priority grados wore added, which were doslgnatod olthor by a 
s:-nbol, as for oxasplo, A 3 or S, or had special codonanoo, r.o for 
onaaplo Jaotorprogrntm. (Pl^t er/BMe-Pon tho notification rocoivod from 
tho Regional Armament Offlco, tho Labor Offlco issuod rod nunbor slips fox 
tho individual plants, and on basis of those numbers, workers, if 
available, wore allocated to the plants concerned. The Labor

Offlco roportod to tho Plenipotentiary General for Labor Allocation 
if roquirenents could not be covered. 

Tho Regional Armament Office was guided in its decisions sololy by 
tho number and professional suitability of tho workers. According to ny 
knowledge, neither tho plants nor tho Labor Offices requisitioned any 
cortain nationalities from the Plenipotentiary for Labor Allocation, but 
only cortain numbers, subdivided into skilled, semi-skilled and unskilled 
workers. ?or the sake of uniformity, - 76 - 
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a certain nationality nay have bpen requested, because the eano 
nationality wal already being enployed* In order to enture tho 
enooth operation of nanpowor requisitions, conferences nero held 
In the district of the Regional Amanent Office Steen, approximately 
once every nontb, between the Regional Arnaaent Office and tho Dnbor 
Office, costly under the chairmanship of tho Wshrkrels reproaentctive. 

*ho fixne did cot participate In theee dltcuetlone.

27, that in Vlttonbsrg ovon 
ROIXO. tdssionod French offlcors, *ho »ero given the cholco to work 
in amanent industry, voluntoerod for this work to obtain gror.tor froodon 
and bettor food. As a anttor of fact, as a soldlor I used to vlow those 
things prlnarily fron the nilltary point of view, and I know that our 
snonios usod to Judgo thoir own noasures fron the sans aspoots. 

If I nay be pirolttod to say so, I had at ny disposal, at that 
tino f certain calculations by an Englishman, piblishod In an English 
trodo-5oumal,on tho subjoct of "Profitableness of Aerial Warfare", It was 
cooputod there, that one ton of bonbs dropped requires 8000 working 
hours, including the amount of work jut into it for tho construction 
of the airplane and for Its transportation to tho targot anl allowing 
for Bilbao of of the airplanes usod. On the other hand, ono ton of 
boohs.dropped causes destruction equal to 10 ,OCX) working hours. According 
to this, aerial warfare would bocono unprofitable if the quota of losses 1 
airplanes amounted to 25£, because et that stage, the ninbor of 
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working hour. usod on both sides wore equal. It appeared and otill 

r.ipoars so to ce, that, in view of this absolutely decisive

significance of working hours spent, l.e. hunaa labor, it is 

inporativo in wAr to utilise all available resorvos, After nil, wo wore 

facing a total war, as Anerlca has novor known it, and it wns a 

quostion of saving the lives of our woaen and children, who, if thoy 

aro 

ooro not burnt by phosphor in aerial warfare,/now being doclnr.tod by 
starvation, According to ny knowledge, thore were a whole Berios of 
ogroeaonts, concerning recruiting campaigns for voluntary norfcors, for 
oxr-'iplo with the Vichy govornrwnt, which also providol for furloughs for 
foreign workers in thoir nativo count^rago scbodulos, fnnily allowances 
otc*, Theso foreign workers livod in froodon, wero billeted partly 
privately, partly in canps, which they woro freo to loavo to no to 
uovios otc, . Thoy wore given bettor food than our civilian population. 
Thoy rjcolvud at least t*ico or throo tines as nany calorlos as tho 
Oorruin population today, although war conditions provailod at that tine. 
It nns known, for exnnplo, that foreign workors in canps recolvod 500 g 
cf neat pir wook, whilo tho Goman population at tho smo tino rocolvod 
only 350 g por wook por hoad. Hovortholoss, no protost was raiood anong 
tho Ooman population! as far ns I can Judge, aftor tho conclusion of 
tho Polish and French campaigns, tho Oornan pooplo woro not novod 
by any fooling of rovongo against noabors of thoso nations. This is all 
tho ooro surprising in viow of tho fact that, sinco 1914, Gomany 
had ondured tho hungor blockade iaposod by its ononios, and 
subsoquontly tho ocononic blockado, and suffored sevoroly undor norinl 
warfare, which in Hoaburg nlono cost tho lives of over 40,000 .and in 
Drosdon ovor 300,000 civilians and was considerod as boing contrary to 
international law and, at loast, in violation of the Hague Convention. 

It is a natter of courso, that through aerial warfare, livire¬ 
conditions for foreign workers also deteriorated. According to ny 
knowlodge, the Goman Goveroaont proposed to England throo tinoe, prior t 
outbreak of war, to outlaw aerial warfare against the civilian pojailotlor 





contmry to international law, Due to the rejoction of those 
proposals "total warfare" becane a necessity for Gomany. 

I know that nany plants went to great trouble to feed tbo 
foreign workers well (food drives In tko country In favor of undoi*- 
nourlshed foreign workers), to billet then properly, and that 
sovernl successful collections wore oven carried out to furnish 
clothing for the foreign workers. The coop quartsrs wore always 
inspected by tho Gordian Labor Front, prior to bolng j«t into 
uso, In ordor to check whether they conpllod with all regulations, 
chiofly in regard to hyglonA. Firns, whoso caap quarters oorj not in 
accordance with reflations, wore not alloc-tod workers until ovorything 
vc.a nvailablo, including blanket and towol.

I have been asked to answer the «iUe3tions us 
stated bolow, no. 1 - 8 , by counsel for the do- 
fonso, attorney-at-law KRaNZBUEHLER. To each 
of the below ncntionod questions I roply 
as follows: 

1) What positions did you occupy during the 

war 1939-19** 5? 

Answer: 

Since 1923, I hud been chiof of the logal 
dopartnont of tho Foreign Offico and tochnioully 
3poaking I still occupiod this position at 
tho boginning of the war. Howovor, by virtue of 
tho directives of tho then Reich Minister for 
Forolgn Affairs, RIBBaiTROP, ny share of 
the work in tho logcl dopartnont was out 
down repldly with the beginning of tho war 
end partly had boon cut down oven buforo that 
tiao and I wus given special tasks at irregular 
intervals. Though I an unublo to state any uoou- 
rato dates, I boliove that I ooasod working 
for tho legal department in the spring 1940. 

Tho management of tho department has slnoe 
then boon constantly in the hands of jay porp 
nanent deputy, the Minister ALBRECHT. At 
tho end of March, 1943, being appointed am¬ 
bassador, I was assigned to tho Foreign 
Offico 
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for special services and was also forually 
released froa ay connection with the legal 
dcpartuent and was, in the sane manner as 
in tho preceding years, given speciul tas/cs 
to per fora. 

2) In your official capacity, did you ever 
have anything to do with the forced labor 
service of foreign workers for work in the 
Reich? 

3) If so, at what occasions? 

Answer:/ Questions dealing with or which were 
connected with tho oonpulsory service of foreign 
laborers in tho Reich ooncernod no in ny 
official oapacity as far as I ronauber, in 
tho following instances: 


a) Fairly soon ufter tho uppointuont of 
SaUCXEL as plenipotentiary for the 
Allocation of L-.bor, RIB3QTTR0P got 
onregod, it aust have boon soaotluo 
arouna 191*2, about tho fact that SaUC.'CEL 
had Hcted conpletoly lndopondontly of 
and without tho assistance of Aubassu- 
dor AB5TZ with rospect to all his dea¬ 
lings und noasures in France and tla.t in 
addition ho had conplalnod to HITLER 
ubout the lack of assistance offored 
to h ln by ABETZ. He Uado no help hin 
to draft a lottor to SaUCKEL for tho 
above nentionod reason in which he poin¬ 
ted out to hin tho nooessity of wording 
in collaboration with tho Foreign office. 
Lator on he told ne of S/OJCKEL's reply, 
phe context of which apparently was 
satisfactory, in so far as it agreed with 
RIBBEUTROP’s point of view in rospoefi 
of the coupotoncy of the Foreign Office. 
At this occasion, I learned that AB3TZ 
was severely criticizing SaUCKEL'b 
aothods 
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und considered the transferring of 
French labor to the Reich u uistuke. 

On the occasion of aBETZ's sovoral 
visits to Geruany for tho purpose of 
reporting about tho whole probleu, 
he told eof these things when 
in conversation with uo, ut the s-uo 
tine stressing that tho pressure 
exercised on thoso French laborore 
was only loading to their joining 
tho "Maquis” in large nuubors ; i.e. 
that they took to hiding in tno woods

I aoroly learned afterwards that S.JJCKEL 
had agreed to ABETZ’s poruunent assis¬ 
tance in all uittors concerning Franco und 
that on the other h<-nd, aBETZ, accor¬ 
ding to instructions received fron 
RIBBa.TROP, w-a to support SnUCKEL 
vigorously.

nal law? 

Answer; 

I h-.d no doubts at tho tine, th-.t tho 
oonpulsory labor scrvico of Frenoh wor¬ 
kers In Gomany could not bo Justified 
frou a point of view of international 
law. Whether and to What extent I wqs 
uWuro of the ox..ct warding of tho pro¬ 
visions cf tno Haguo Convention goverping 
rulos for VA-r on L nd, as for oxuuplo 
Article 52, I ouinot rcuo-ibor now. Hy 
own Judgonont w.-s based already on tho 
generally accepted and funda.iontul 
points of law. In addition, I still 
reaenborod very well tno severe critioisu. 
that the deportation or Belgian and 
French workor3 to Gtnaeny had moused in 
the alnds of people during tr.o first world 
war. Therefore, as I did not havo to 
givo a for:jal legal opinion in writing, 
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it was unnecassury for ae to study the ex<-ct 
wording of the Hague Conv eation in order 
to fora un opinion. 

5) Did you conuunioato your opinion ooncernlng 
the lawfulness. or, -s tne case any be, the 
illegality of compulsory labor service, to 
either Foreign Minister v. RIBh2J7R0P, the 
AnbG83ndor ABSTZ in pj-ris or to Gonoiorut 
aLBRHCHT, your deputy and later your successor 
us ohiof of the legal departuent of the 
Foreign Offioe? 

6) If so, what wore the results? 

If no, why not? 

Answer; 

During the froquont discussions with RIBB15N- 
trop concerning the questions of jurisdic¬ 
tion as aentloned under 2u above, I have of¬ 
ten had und used the opportunity to oxpre3s 
ay point of view, not however by phrasing 
it in legal language, but stating it nover- 
tholoss clearly. I did chiefly stress the 
fact, that I believed ABHTZ's attitude to¬ 
wards the nethods employed by SAUCKEL, to 
be very convincing, though I was ignor<-nt 
of the various individual aeusures and inci¬ 
dents in France itself; that furthor, the 
French population would obsiously consider 
these Gor.K-n measures to be extremely sevo- 
re und unjust ones and that the result would 
bo that it would bo driven to adopt un in¬ 
creasingly hostile attitude towards Germany. 

It was ay inpreosion at t he tiao that RIBBEN-

The provisions of this article are in accordance 
with the law of **11 nations. That a soldier received tho 
order to kill or to torture in violation of international 
law, has never been acknowledged as an excuse for ouch 
acts of brutality* even though, as provided by thj Statute, 
such order can bo consider'd when the sentence is fixed as 
a initigeting carse. The ro3lly decisive point found with 
various modifications in the criminrltlaws of most nations 
is not the existence of such order but the question whether 
a choice in accordance with morrl laws was actually possible.

The Nurnberg Jribunals have in a special|way been charged with 
this task, and therefore concern themselvas primarily 
with the politic?JL, military, and economic leaders of 
the Third Reich, ifo?/ the peculiar character of the Nuernberg 
trials lies thirein that they are supposed to decide, applying 
not positively established legal norms or still less the 
viewpoints of power politics but the general sense of lo.v, 
and that with the pronounced intention of opening a way 
into a bettor future for humanity, end of forestalling any 
now relapse into babarism. The intention behind this 
administration of Justice, ho ./ever, cm be accomplished 
only if the Judgments of the court are rar*Hy in accordance 
with and con be sanctioned by the general sense of law , 
for, if they contradict this sonso of low they would 
be received not as documents of supreme Justice, but ns 
instances of the very seme policy of force which it Is agreed 
must bo done away with. In this decisive hour of history no 
politically biased but only “ fail Judgment con exort a 
purifying effect on the past, rnd an educational influence 
on tho future.

Since the trials in Nuernberg arc criminal proceedings, 
tho present opinion in applying the viewpoints of moral theo¬ 
logy ern, and also will, bo confined to a judgment from the 
point of viow of criminal la-. Therefore, it is not a 
question hero of ex mining whether the beh-vioi of the 
entrepreneurs was distinguished through political vision, 
through unselfishness rnd pluck, but our attention will be

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restricted to human proportions,to a sharply outlined , 
not too complicated case history. E.g. is impossible for 
any human tribunal to elucidate tho political and moral 
catastrophy of a people of 70 millions as to causes end 
guilt. This task will be the work of historians for de- 
cr.dcs to come; the tribunal, if it once started on this, 
would soo no end of its work. 

2.) Tho ethical Judgment of humrn actions must bo brsed 
on tho knowledge which the acting persons had in tho 
.joment of decision; rr.d in tho momer t of action, and not 
subsoquent kno wledge. x n our case this must bo considered 
quite particularly, bee/use today wo era percolvo tho 
entire external course of events since 1933, and rrc there¬ 
fore exp030d to th» d nger of presupposing thrt frets which 
arc now clearly recognized, v/ero oqu'lly recoenlzrblo in 

the P':3t. 

Therefore, the optic 1 illusion thr.t we simply attribute 
r knowledge to the persons acting at th't time, which is 
now r.V'liable to a rotrospoctivc observer, must bo most 
carefully avoided as a source of errors. Tod-y we know 
much more than was known -t thr.t time, even by p.rsons 
not involved. $his is the more true, as in the Third R^ich 
t policy of secrecy without public control was pursued. 

The Oorern people, including partly even tho loading cl* sp-? 
oos, had succumbed to ~n impenotrrble obscuration from 
which mrny did not wake up until the ertastrophy. 0 hen 
a defendant pleads not to have known anything .-bout this 
or that of what went on at that time, this plea cannot 
arbitrarily bo‘ rejected 'S 'incredible. 
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3.) A genor-1 principle of criminal law provides that, 
when judging a criminal offense, th-t l~w must be applied 
which was effective at the tine of the offense, or of which 
people were generlly -nd 'cturlly aware, but not nn Idenl 
1-w which will perhaps be realized some tine in the future . 
And here the ^ermcn entrepreneurs my bo allowed to expect 
that they ere measured by r.o stricter standards than the 
entrepreneurs of other countries. This nust not bo under¬ 
stood as if the sin3 of one group could be excused by the 
siris of another, but people rightly take ofiorso when one 
is being punished nd another remains unpunished, although 
they behaved in the same way. Vfiu'l set of standards is an 
horror bofor God" (Proverbs 2o,10), 

and the person who is sentorcod could rightly raise the 
objection against his accusers e" therein thou judgost 
another, thou condomno3t thyselfjsincc thou doost the saac 
which thou judgest" (Rom.2,1). 

Indeed, the accuser nust himself ofler better cx mplo, 
if his accusation is to be cr-diblc and effective. In ord~r 
to rule out outragoous inequality, the law of reciprocity 
is therefore generally acknowledged in intern? tion~l law. 

What is law must always remain tho same without considiratior. 
of tho distribution of po*»or to victors "nd vrr.quishod. 

4.) A f-ir judgment must consider the ideas in which the 
people grow up, 'iid the entire milieu in which thoy live. 
A ‘hough ethic* 1 and leg-1 principles are common to all 
people, tho personal nd rational peculiarities of tho 
individuals in'luencc thoir realization rr.d form. 
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It would only be an application of this principle if people 
are not required to possess a knowledge which h~s no 
relation to their educational background and vocational 
field. If according to the opinion of the Swedish Chancel¬ 
lor Oxcnstiorna end cany other people, st'tos are generally 
ruled with litclo wisdom, thon political vision and intro- 
spoction/fort'inly not be expected ns a rule of business 
non. Therefore, it will be advisable to observe much roti- 
ccr.oo in voicing the subsequent insinuation:" This or thit 
could or must have been anticipated and forestalled." The30 
pooplc rre business non who - ns everywhere in the world- 
cor.sidor their business *r.d leave the responsibility for 
political matters to others. Thus e.g^Would como very 
close to the truth to pr-supposo r.o, or a very primitive 
knowledge, of questions of politics, constitutional and 
international lew on the p-rt of a erman industrialists, 
sirco those matters were boyond their "compotcnco". Sven 
a high position in business or t chnlc'-l enterprises is 
by no moans identialwith political influence, or still 
less with political introspection. 

I. The Events Before 1933 . 


Whoever knows or personally lived through the history of tho 
Third Reich realizes clearly 
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th/t the gravest and most disastrous errors were comnitted 
before 1933. The appointment of Hitler as Reich Chancellor 
was the beginning of the greatest misfortune which one 
Individu'l ever brought upon the world. 11 those who 
supported Hitler's rise to power h-vo therefore undoubtedly 
incurred a heavy historic~1 guilt. Also, Germrn intrepr.neurs 
nust boar their share of this guilt, in particular those who 
through abundant donations prior to the "seisur: of power?* 
upheld the huge propaganda machine of the -'nzis, with whiph 
they kept the Jem n people in darkness or under terror. 

If those econo nic loaders in .an allirr.co with the democratic 
nir.dod p-rt of the »eople h d decisively ~nd openly ropu- 
dirted Hitljr :s a political swindler, then this"scizure of 
powet" could prob bly h've been prevented. Hov. did it 
h'ppcn th t mj.i holding important positions in commerce and 


industry could allow themselves to be deceived by man like 
Hitler, and mlsjudgo his movement so completely 7 Here 
undoubtedly .a rogofct-ble l'ck of politic* 1 wisdom 
C demonstrated itself. But i3 that o punish-blo crime ? 


If 1- ck of political wisdom wes - crime, then the st-tesacn 
~r.d politici-ns would be b*dly off. And in th^ begin ing did 
-lot oven very influential circles in foreign countries 
misjudge Hitler -nd his movement entirely, did they not 
later make him far-reaching concessions insterd of offering 
him determined resist-nee ? Hardly on. of the industrial 
leaders, who at that time supported Hitler, did imagine 
the rotur.l subsequent development not even as a possibility.

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Although the criminal ir.stir.cts of Sit lor /ore rccogniz-blo 
already in tho period of struggle for those vfco saw 
deeper, in the eyes of millions of his folio./ers ho was tho 
unselfish• self-sacrificing patriot, -.ad tho savior from 
all distress, is well *s tho lrst bulwark '•g-inst tho 
the jr.tonlrtg powers of Communism rnd ^olshevisa . «e issued 
rorssuring declarations to .-11 sides, and in his ?*rty pi't- 
form ho nflimjd in tho most solemn words th t his p-rty . 
rostad on tho b.-.sis of positivo Christianity. It is 
absolutely possible, ir.io-d, it is prob-blo that m-ny 
representatives of industry and com;ereo hoped to be able 
to use Hitlor is an obedient instrument for their business 
interests. In no country on orrth is unselfishness the 
strong point of i-dustri-llets -nd b nkers. Others hoped 
through Hitler to get rid of th_ trade unions, etc. 

Tho f-ults which can be found with the entrepreneurs bjforo 
1933 seen in tho perspective of those tim;s- / re political 
shoe t-sightned less, selfish economic specul tior., politic-.1 
intrigues, doa itions to the election funds of tho p/rty 
'.grcerble to then, all such things th~t tj .act suf iolaat 
to warrant prosecution by criminal 1 -w -r.i-mut'tis mutaniis 
heproring in all democracies without being lirble to 
punishment. 


II. "Co-ordination" and Re-Armnont.

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In the pi'ns of tho Nazis, £22 ; .&iD25i3i * Q ® intend od 
to gain csclusivo aontrol of tho entiro, oliticrl and 
ccononic anchinory of tho state, ~nd if possible to 
rccovo "nucloil of resistance" (political parties, 
tr.adounions, independent unions, free pcrlinnent , froo 
press), in the futuro, the ird ividual was to face tho 
oppressive power of the I~rty alone - without tho protoc 
ti-n of an erg.nization - in the case cf oenflict.

But this political orror, 
undor the circurstancos doscribod arxi new probably woll- 
known, c. nnot bo ccn3idcrod a punishcblo act, unless 
me arrives - think of tho officers and soldiers as wo 11 - 
at a mss incriaincticn which w:uld bo untcnablo frera 
a moral stonlpoint.

Touching off the scccod Vforld War was tho nest fright¬ 
ful Crime cf the Nazis, and at the smo tine tho sourco 
of the aost outrage:us injustices and imnoasurablo suffe¬ 
ring. T&a Gcrcr.n .nous trie list a supported this wer by their 
work end their deliveries. Again the question must bo 
asked as to whotter they consciously irvelvod themsel¬ 
ves in guilt by d.ing this. In order to 
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answer this, it is necessary to comprehend the situation 
*f tho Gcrrr.n pcoplo as a whole at tho beginning of tho 
war end during tho war: for the situation cf tho Gcroon 
industrial is ts con not bo separated fron tho situ ~.t i rn 
in its ontiroty. At the sano tine, tho narr.l thoo- 
logical principles vhich apply to the conduct of the 
pocplo in war oust bo doscribod. 

Ir. order tc givo r. cloaror nnd noro effective fern to 
the argusontation, wo will not prove here, but will 
assuoo r.s proved that Hitler's war was objectively unjust 
frua tho very beginning. Concerning the ihet that tho 
starting of on unjust war, .specially considering present- 
day wtr technology, is a aenstrous cri jo, we ncod 
w. sto no words. Tfcr-ftrc, it is the unanimous doctrine 
of ail mor el theologians that no cno - lot it cost what 
it will - aay contribute tc the conduct of an obvious¬ 
ly unju3t war. Ideclly speaking, this is clear .-nd in¬ 
contestable. ^ n d yet, - as far -s I knew - ell history 
up tc new offers no cxmplo of the refusal cf n pocplo 
to rondor nilitary servico end ether .auxilliary s.rviccs 
following his governor,nt'a declare.tiro ~f wax, because 
the war wes unjust. This is feed for thought. Haw nay 
it bo oxplalncd? 

Tc the conduct of war belongs the propagandist!c prepara¬ 
tion for war as well, which had its antecedents in 
tho war-liko spocchcs cf H^aeric heroes before tho 
dud and \4:ich in our tino the Nazis certainly did not 
lack. The result of this is that when a war breaks cut, a

It was impossible to organise PQsaiXS resistance to any 
considerable degree, because there were spies in overy 
plant. .ivory attempt at it was quolchod with ruthloss 
severity. 

Thus the position of the people during tho war was 

extraordinary, even "unique". A very large . ercentago 
of tho pooplo - perhaps tho majority - did not, from tho 
fory beginn ng, consider the war as their war, but as 
that of tho Nazis; nevertheless they fought it and 
gave their lives. This is tnaly e phenomenon full of con¬ 
tradictions. Whoever wishes to pass fair Juigmont here 
will have to keep in mind the most diverse materialistic 
and spiritual, political and social circumstances. Th© 
Judgment is so difficult, because all ordinary standaxds 
fail us here. It would seen difficult anyway to bring 
some clarity into these dark, involved conditions by 
way of criminal procedure.

Nothin 0 need to be said about the institution and na¬ 
ture of concentration camps. Horrible things ore reported 
fro-: whorever there oxist concentration coops. But depor¬ 
tation of so-celled "free" foreign labor too given rise 
to inhuman cruelties. Is seems inhuman to the highest 
roe to drag people out of tnoir honos and their own 
country to de^ort tfcer. to some far djstan^ land, where 
they ore put to work for tho onony of thoir :wn o^untry.

such a thing as internationally recognizod rospect for 
human rights and human dignity? Is it intornationlly 
safeguarded?'.A»W?y it makes one th_nk if one reads in the 
proclamation of tho Control Ccwncil Ho. 2 of 20 September 
1945 (i.e. eftor the termination of military activities) 

"For 3uch purposes (of reparations) tho G rman authorities 

will have to make labor . available inside and outside 

• 

of Germany." From this we would seem justified in assuming 
that tho /illlas do not consider deportation of labor 
to another country in itself non-permissible, as an immoral 
means may not be used even for retaliation measures. 

Ho-.^rer, as in giving my expert opinion I have only to 
ccxxcorn myself with the ndustrialists, thi3 exposition 
need not go into this, and similar legal questior.s which 
are of the utmost importance for the consideration of 
-is lege feronda; for the institittxon and management of the 

concentration camps a3 well as the ordering and the 
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carrying out of the deportation was completely in the 
hands of political employees, upon whon the industri¬ 
alists had no influence whatever. The dictatorial directioi 
of labor and labor-allocation by the party-ruled State does 
not grant the Bntrorreneura, and their plant manogers 
any liberty. They were forced to apply for labor or accept 
it in order to enable them to fulfil their contracts. A 
refusal or hesitation on their part would have given 
rise to suspicion of an attitude "prejudicial" to the 
State and sabotaging the war-effort, whioh was punished 
most severely. Theirs was therefore a true §ME6SWSY-8fcflSS 
which excludes all possibilities of crimir.al_prosecution z 
ovon though the employment of those laborers night have 
boon unjust. H 0 wovor, in reality especially the concen¬ 
tration com, inmates considered employment in industry 
as an improvement in their difficult situation, and 
endeavored to stay thoro. 

With a view to criminal law the only quostion to bo examine 
will be that of whothor in the employment and treatment 
of foreij-u laborers and concentration camp inmates in 
industrial plants thero oocurred deliberate maltr* atmonts 
and killings, and whether severe offenses against tho 
laws of humanity had boon committed in housing and 
feeding these people etc. If this question must bo ans¬ 
wered in the affirmative, criminal prosecution is Justi¬ 
fied and is consistent with the accepted moral standards.

the supervision of the plant or in the implementation 
of a measure might be punisheblo according to the strict 
laws prevailing in normal tinea; but in view of the

..iesbaden, 1946 p. 5). Kc hum an ocurt ought, therefore, 
tw make the vain attempt at unrawiling this c. ni-licatod, 
hopelessly entangled ball and 3natch it, so to speak, 
away from history; historical guilt cannot be codified 
in legal statutes.

Ths Soonoeio Roaearoh Corporation ( iifo) was, so far as I romonbor, founded 
in 1934 by the Reich Ministry of aoonocalos and the High Command of the 
Armed Forces and its first assignment was tho /reparation of produots 
important in oa*e of war. It first worked on highly conoontmted 
nitric aoid (Hote) neoesiary in tho production of axplosives. 

Por this roaeon tho Hifo built tho so-oallod |r ©par story or shadow 
installations, slnoo tho demand for highly ooncantratod aoid in war time 
is many times that of peace tine and therefore it is Impossible for 
private ontorprlso to reach a capacity sufficient for war lurposoa.

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10. Catering Establishaents. 


Due to the size of the various plants it was 
lnpossible for nany of the plant workers to 
have their lunch at hone. It was therefore soon 
realized that it was necessary to establish 
ness halls, which then assunod large proportions 
in the various plants and were provided 
with the cost codem equipnent. The so-called 
catorning establishments in charge of the 
management of these facilities frequently 
concerned thonselves also with other iteus 
in demand. E.g. some I.G.Furben plants had 
large taverns supplying the plunt workers 
with wine, liquor, cigars, and cigarots. 

Then in other plants tho oatorlng establish¬ 
ments were enlarged still more, in particu¬ 
lar supplying tho plant workors of outlying 
plants with all itens neodod for daily life 
through plant cooperatives. 


During tho war when a lurgo nunber of tho 
regular workers wore culled up for military 
servico and consuquontly Gorman workers from 
tho outsido hud to bo acconnodated and fed 
nour tho plant 
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end when at the suie time due 
so the deterioration of trans¬ 
portation lacilities end the 
longer wording hours the number 
of regular workers and employes 
getting their food in I.G. Farben 
plant nesses increased, the tasks 
of the catering establishments 
aultiplied to an extraordinary 
de-iToe. One of these tasks was 
to establish the lurgo hutnent 
canps, for the setting up of 
which the I.G. Farben spent 
21,5 nillion X'. for the year 
1942 alone and 1943 alnost 41 
nillion Hoichsaark. 

Thoy had to operate the numerous 
canp kitchons und also to seo to 
it that the canp inmates wore 
taken care of in their off duty 
hours. 

In one of the lurgout plants, Just 
to quoto un instancu, in 1943 the 
number of individual neals prepared 
daily amounted to approximately 
45,000.

The young workers woro given not 
only vocational oduoution, but the 
apprentices and tho trainees waro 
taken caro of and educated in co¬ 
operation with tho local vocatio¬ 
nal sobools, also with respect 
to sports and oharuotor Building. 

12. Sei act ion and Training of the 
plant stint L'anugi-r. 

The realization of the fact that the 
work output, conditioned by the 
efficiency of tho worker and his 
enthusiast- In hi 9 work,' is depen¬ 
dent not only upon the professional 
skill ana the technical uhd hygie¬ 
nic 
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conditions of the plaoe of work, 
but also on human factors, led in 
recast years of I.G.Furben's existen¬ 
ce to the introducing of measures 
in their plants aiming at the pre¬ 
paration and application of careful 
methods for the selection a nd tral- 
»nl ng of the pl a nt mena gerT*7“ po rson nol 
Tor the teak of supervising workers - in' 


Compared to tnc careful study which 
German industry devotes to the tech¬ 
nical problono. in other words to 
dead assets, its efforts to find the 
right way of handling nur«nn beings 
in industry were lagging far behind. 

So far, professional skill had been 
sufficient qualification for an appoint 
uont to u supervisory position, without 
considering whether the person concer¬ 
ned possessed or had developed un 
ability of properly handling tno plant 
workers ..t their work. Thu worx token 
up in this field in some I.G. Ftrrbon 
plants uchievod gratifying initial 
results. 


13.1 Plant Employes. Cultural activities 


The attitude of the worker to the work 
and to the plant is ulso influenced 
by the exlstonce of facilities nl- 
roady acknowledged for decades 
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which, without being forced 
upon hin, offer hin the oppor¬ 
tunity of enjoying his ove- 
nigs and, through entertainment, 
education, and relaxation com¬ 
pensate for his duily work. 

The possibilities developed 
in tpis field are extremely 
versatile: 

a) Plant Kowspapor. 

Even at the beginning of the cen¬ 
tury the various predecessor 
plants of tho i.G.yarben published 
plant newspapers in order to 
strengthen the community spirit 
among tho employos of tho plants, 
to give them in addition to tho 
possibilities offered by their 
own pl«.co of work iin Insight 
into tho various stugo a of pro¬ 
duction and tho industrial tasks 
of the plunt, and moreover to 
offor them encouragouont und in¬ 
formation. Besides, thu plant 
nowspapor represents also a success¬ 
ful means of advertising tho 
I. 0 .Farben products within 
the plunts and, furthermore, a 
way to constant publicity. 


Tho plant newspapers of tho 
various plants wuro in 1935 
combined into u uniform monthly 
porioaical ontitlod "From 
Plant to plant", (Von l/ortc zu VerK), 
wnich finally reuohed a circulation 

of 210 000 copies

b) "products of Our Labor". 

Similar purposes woro oorvod by tho 
paaphlot ' ; produots of Our Laoor", 
which was distributed up to 1 
May 1938 containing 21U pagoo 
and nunerous artistic illustrations! 
it was supposed to give tho at 
that time 125 000 plant emplo¬ 
yes and their families an easily 
understandable and illustrative 
picture of tho comprehensive 
end versatile I.G.Furbon pro¬ 
duction progrtai for tho oonsuner.

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o.) Libraries. 

Education and entertainment purpose 
were served by large plunt libraries with 
adjoining reading-roams, which wure 
utilized by the plant employes to an 
extraordinary extent. 

Libraries were set up also for foreign 
workers in the hutment camps as far as 
possible supplied with the 'literature 
or the nations concerned. 

d) Evenings of Instruction and sntortalnment. 

In the halls of the recreational buildings 
in the various plunts, evenings of instruc¬ 
tion ond entertuinnents of all kinds wore 
regularly arranged; through urrangeuents 
offering shorthund end lunguuge courses, 
university extension lectures in all 
fiolds of knowledge, as will ns theater 
ond vaudeville shows, movies and concerts 
on all artistic lovels, the opportunity was 
given tons of thousands of the employes 
of the I.G.Farbon plants, to use their 
free houm almost overy evening accoruing 
to their particular tusto und dosiro. In 
some factories the halls were equipped with 
big conoert organs. Leading musicians not 
only fron Germany but also from foreign 
countries appear on the programs of those 
ovonings. 
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e) Trqva^ s and Recreation. 

Donations by leading I.G.Forben 
officials nude it possible for 
tho workers to get acquainted with 
their Gerunn fatherland, but -Iso 
with other countries tnrough travel 
ing; rest hones l'or factory ou- 
pioyes und their fanilles enabled 
then to rhwte the best use of 
thoir vacations. 

f) Sports. 

proaotion of sports uotivitios 
unong tho enployes of the I-G. 
fcVrben plants had boon carried 
on lntonoivoly for aocadus. 

Swinging pools, tennis courts, 
foot-ball fields, boat houses, 
and sports halls enabled tho 

S ant sports associations to 
dulge in all klnd3 of 3port3 
activities during off-duty hours. 
Several Olynpio victors ounu 
frou 'those associations. 

D) Foreign j ,;orkor9. 

In the preceding account it has 
boon pointed out that duo to 
wurtino conditions there had 
been considerable chunks in tho 
personnel of the I.G.?'-rbon plants, 
As nuch as 30£, on an uvorage, 
of the roguli.r nolo workers and 
enployes of the l.G.F<»r'oon plants 
were drafted in tile orny. At the 
sane tine, war conditions put an 
increased do. land upon production. 
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As *. result of the eaorgoncy labor ser¬ 
vice decree thousands of German workers, 
at first voluntarily, lutor on the basis 
of the erxergenoy labor service decrees .. 
which were issued in euCh of the occu¬ 
pied countries, were also assigned to 
tho I.G.Farben plants by the conpotent 
labor allocution authorities. That tho 
Ger.inn entrepreneurs were losta to 
loso their trained regular workers, and 
only very reluotantly ouployod workers 
who, Gerians as well as foreigners, took 
over their work nore or less involuntarily, 
is too obvious to require further explanation 

But tho Goraan entrepreneurs, and especially 
tho "Betriebsfuohror" of the I.G.Farben 
plunt3 folt all tho uoro bound to take 
o«.re of thoso workers in particular 
through providing thou with adequate 
ucoouuodntion, with sufficient and 
adequate food though it had to be siuplo 
co required by tho conditions, m 
i-ddition carefully planned rocroation 
activities had to bo provided to coupon- 
auto for their being away froa houo, to 
foster oontontaont with tho general 
living conditions us a prerequisite for 
oucoossful production work.

Dr. Schneider il:ys showed tho closest interest in the 
individual probl ms, con-ids d them critically, and then 
using this os i basis, came to hi- conclusions as to the 
medical care ond spocial social welfare measures to be 
taken. The fixed -scale a:-ownnee paid in addition to 
the sick insurance qlluoance, for example, v.as his own 
personal idea, ‘ever was t.-.exe any differentiation made 
between the foreigners and our regular Jerssn employees, 
end in both Leuna -nd in lOlfen-Bittcrfeld I was able 
to ascertain for myself the hygienio conditions of the 
c.-mps as well as the excellent condition of ctmpswhere 
the foreigners -<*ere billeted.

I always carried on conversations with <_r<iat pleasure 
with Dr. Schneider regarding ay work end the sccial 
welfare pro bio is, and as a result of his «ride range 
of knowledge giiued thro'igh his extensive connections 
with other plants end the overall German h©.v.e-front 
conditions, often ber.ofitted from his suggestions. 

It often come to our attention that as hi h as t;.e per¬ 
centage of illness in the 1.3. night have appeared to 
us, the situation at I.G.F^rben conpared to the average 
in the Reich and in other lar 3 plants was considerably 
•no ic favorable. For exuaple, I remember a figure from 
1 October 1941 wbete the pei03ata c e of il.nrss at I.G.

No. 735, in my pos^ffiion, a certified photostr.tlc copy 
of which I attach h.rowith, I set out for ioraoburg to 
sottlo some porson'l matters. I had doolrred myself wil¬ 
ling to prooure materi'l for the defense in the I.G.F'rber 
trial at Nuernberg in the event this opportunity should 
present itself.
